PENSHURST  MANUSCRIPTS. 


INTRODUCTION. 


The  main  interest  of  the  muniments  at  Penshurst  centres 
round  the  personalities  of  Sir  Henry  Sidney,  of  his  sons  Sir 
Philip  and  Sir  Robert  (afterwards  first  Earl  of  Leicester)  and 
of  his  descendants  Robert,  2nd  Earl  of  Leicester,  and  Algernon 
Sidney.  Arthur  Collins  in  his  Sydney  Papers,  published  as 
long  ago  as  1746,  printed  the  most  important  of  the  Welsh  and 
Irish  papers  of  Sir  Henry  Sidney,  together  with  a  selection 
from  the  correspondence  of  the  two  Earls  of  Leicester.  The 
number  of  papers  relating  directly  to  Sir  Philip  Sidney  is  not 
large,  and  those  which  are  of  most  interest  have  already  been 
printed.  The  correspondence  of  the  first  Earl  of  Leicester 
during  the  long  period  of  his  governorship  of  Flushing  is 
voluminous,  and  the  selection  printed  by  Collins,  especially 
for  the  later  years,  represents  but  a  small  part  of  the  whole. 
Of  later  documents,  the  Diary  of  the  2nd  Earl  of  Leicester  from 
1646  to  1655  and  for  1660-61,  and  the  correspondence 
of  Algernon  Sidney  were  printed  in  Blencowe’s  Sydney  Papers . 
But  in  addition  to  correspondence  the  muniments  of  an  ancient 
family  include  inevitably  a  great  mass  of  documents  of  varying 
character  and  importance.  With  the  bulk  of  these,  as  the 
earliest  in  point  of  date,  it  was  necessary  to  deal  first,  and  a 
Calendar  of  the  Deeds,  together  with  Account  Rolls  and  other 
miscellaneous  documents  down  to  1587,  has  furnished  sufficient 
material  for  the  present  volume. 

For  the  purpose  of  the  Calendar  the  deeds  and  other  documents 
have  been  dealt  with  in  eleven  separate  sections.  The  First 
Section  is  concerned  with  a  small  file  of  early  deeds  relating 
to  the  Sydney  Family,  which  appears  from  some  endorsements 
to  have  been  put  together  by  Sir  Henry  Sidney.  From  these 
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deeds  it  would  not  have  been  difficult  to  construct  a.  fairly 
complete  history  of  the  family  beginning  with  John  de  Sydenie, 
who  was  a  Surrey  yeoman  in  the  reign  of  Edward  I.'1’  When, 
however,  Sir  Henry  Sidney  entrusted  the  discovery  of  his  pedi¬ 
gree  to  Robert  Cooke  such  an  origin  for  so  distinguished  a  family 
did  not  appear  sufficient.  Cooke,  whom  Dr.  Round  has  described 
as  “  that  great  parent  of  pedigrees  and  rascally  King-of-arms,” 
and  of  whom  his  contemporary  Dethick  wrote  that  “  he  was 
dissolute  and  prostituted  his  office  in  the  vilest  manner  for 
money, ”<2)  produced  an  elaborate  pedigree. <3>  What  seems  to  be 
part  of  his  original  document  is  still  preserved  in  a  small  roll  at 
Penshurst^ ;  the  parchment  is  very  brittle  and  much  dis¬ 
coloured,  and  the  appearance  of  the  roll  rather  suggests  that 
it  may  have  been  treated  to  give  it  a  false  appearance  of 
antiquity.  Cooke  traced  the  family  back  to  a  William  de  Sidne, 
knight,  whom  he  represented  as  having  been  in  the  service  of 
Henry  II.  before  he  was  King,  and  afterwards  Chamberlain  ; 
this  he  did  no  doubt  as  an  appropriate  anticipation  of  the 
historical  Sir  William  Sidney,  who  was  Chamberlain  to  Edward 
VI  when  Prince  of  Wales.  There  is,  however,  no  sound  evidence 
that  any  such  person  as  William  de  Sidne  ever  existed. 
Cooke,  nevertheless  made  him  ancestor  of  a  long  line  of  knights 
from  Sir  Simon  de  Sidnei  in  the  reign  of  John  to  a  Sir  William 
Sidney  in  the  reign  of  Edward  II.  From  this  latter  Sir  William 
the  authentic  William  Sydney  of  Cranleigh  was,  according  to 
Cooke,  fifth  in  descent,  an  allegation  which  fits  neither  with  the 
known  facts  nor  with  any  likely  chronology.  In  the  later  part, 
of  the  pedigree  Cooke,  apart  from  some  confusions (5),  has  followed 
the  genuine  deeds  which  he  found  at  Penshurst.  We  must 
suppose  that  for  the  earlier  part  he  felt  that  similar  support 
was  necessary,  and  that  he  was  therefore  responsible  for  the 
insertion  in  the  muniments  of  four  alleged  deeds,  which  are  still 
preserved  at  Penshurst. W 

The  first  of  Cooke’s  forgeries  purports  to  be  a  grant  of  the 
manor  of  Sutton  “  Willelmo  de  Sidne  Miles,”  by  Henry,  Duke 
of  Normandy  and  Count  of  Anjou,  and  is  dated  “  apud  Brugiam,” 
i.e.,  at  Bridgnorth.  It  is  not  necessary  to  discuss  in  detail  the 
features  which  stamp  this  document  as  a  forgery  :  the  mani¬ 
festly  late  date  and  inauthentic  character  of  the  writing  ;  the 
mistakes  of  grammar,  e.g.,  ablatives  in  opposition  to  nominatives, 
the  dubious  list  of  witnesses,  with  absurd  descriptions  like 
“  Constabularius  Magistri  de  Alberie,”  and  “  frater  abbatis.” 
It  is  enough  to  point  out  that  since  Henry  became  Count  of

Cranleigh. 
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Anjou  on  7  September,  1151,  and  Duke  of  Aquitaine  in  May  1152, 
the  charter,  if  genuine,  must  have  been  granted  between  those 
dates,  when  alone  he  would  have  been  styled  “  Duke  of  Nor¬ 
mandy  and  Count  of  Anjou.”  But  during  this  time  Henry  was 
never  in  England,  still  less  at  Bridgnorth.  The  siege  of  Bridg¬ 
north  took  place  in  the  summer  of  1155  after  Henry  had 
become  King,  when  some  genuine  charters  appear  as  dated 
“  apud  Brugiam.”  Though  the  deed  itself  is  a  manifest  forgery, 
and  the  character  of  the  parchment  on  which  it  is  written  open 
to  suspicion,  the  seal  which  is  attached  to  it  has  every  appearance 
of  being  genuine.  If,  as  seems  probable,  it  is  a  cast  from  an 
authentic  original,  its  excellence  indicates  a  degree  of  skill  in 
the  workman,  which  the  person  who  forged  the  deed  did  not 
display  in  a  matter  which  required  more  than  manual 
dexterity^1 2). 

The  writing  of  the  other  three  deeds  is  obviously  forged,  and 
as  it  would  appear,  by  the  same  hand  as  the  first.  The  two 
earliest  profess  to  be  charters  of  William  de  Sidne,  the  Chamber- 
lain.  The  last  is  supposed  to  be  a  charter  of  his  son  Simon 
dated  23  February,  1208  ;  it  refers  to  the  Abbot  of  Lewis  (sic), 
which  at  once  stamps  it  as  a  late  forgery,  since  Lewes,  as  a 
Cluniac  house,  was  of  course  under  a  prior.  The  purpose  of  the 
deed  is  to  introduce  William  Dalamare  as  brother  of  Simon’s  wife. 
Not  having  a  seal  of  their  own  available  Simon  and  Beatrix  use 
the  seal  of  Dalamare  ;  the  seal,  which  has  no  inscription,  may 
be  genuine  ;  it  is  a  paste  seal,  which  has  been  split  in  two  halves  ; 
the  splitting  may  have  been  done  originally  by  the  Elizabethan 
forger  to  introduce  the  tag  of  his  fictitious  deed.  It  is  curious 
that  in  this  deed  Simon’s  wife  is  called  Beatrix,  whilst  in  the 
genealogy  she  is  called  Margaret.  Similarly,  one  of  the  other 
deeds,  refers  to  William  de  Sidne’s  wife  Lucy,  who  does  not 
appear  in  the  genealogy  at  all.  The  variation  is  inexplicable, 
whether  Cooke  was  responsible  for  both  the  deeds  and  the 
genealogy  or  not. 

Cooke’s  fictitious  genealogy  has  been  so  generally  followed^ 
that  its  exposure  is  a  necessary  preliminary  to  the  genuine 
history  of  the  family  to  which  we  can  now  turn.  The  original 
home  of  the  Sidneys,  or  Sydneys,  -was  a  farm,  which  still  bears 
their  name,  in  the  parish  of  Alford,  on  the  borders  of  Surrey 
and  Sussex,  about  10  miles  south  of  Guildford.  The  first  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  family  of  whom  we  have  any  knowledge  is  a  John  de

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Sydenie(l),  who  occurs  as  acquiring  land  on  the  south  of  Chidding- 
fold  wood  (a  few  miles  west  of  Alford)  some  time  in  the  reign  of 
Edward  I<* 2>.  He  may  be  the  John  atte  Sydney  who  occurs  as 
witness  to  a  deed  in  1313-3 *>.  This  John  was  probably  the  father 
or  grandfather  of  a  John  atte  Sydenye,  son  of  John  and  Isabella, 
who,  between  1331  and  1338,  with  Gunnilda  his  wife,  held  lands 
in  Surrey  and  Sussex,  part  of  which  had  been  held  by  his  mother 
Isabella  in  the  name  of  dower(4>.  John  de  Sydenye,  husband  of 
Isabella,  had  by  her  five  sons,  John,  William,  Edmund,  Nicholas 
and  Thomas.  William  is  perhaps  the  William  de  Sydenye  who 
in  1325  made  an  enfeoffment  in  tail,  with  reversion  to  his 
own  heirs,  to  Nicholas  de  Eyot  and  Isabella  his  wife  of 
lands  at  Kingsham,  near  Chichester,  and  the  advowson  of 
St.  Pancrast5 *).  Nearly  a  century  later  a  Nicholas  Sedenye 
of  Alford  granted  to  his  daughter  Alice  lands  in  Cranleigh 
called  “  le  Thonderslaghus,”  which  came  to  him  at  the  death 
of  his  mother  Gunnild;6>;  though  the  interval  is  rather  long,  it 
may  be  conjectured  that  he  was  a  son  of  the  John  atte  Sydenye 
of  1331-38.  This  Nicholas  was  not  an  ancestor  of  the  later 
Sidneys,  and  was  probably  a  younger  son.  But  the  descent 
at  this  point  is  uncertain.  The  William  de  Sydenye  of 
Kingsham  in  1325  cannot  have  been  a  son  of  John  and  Gunnilda  ; 
on  the  other  hand  his  tenure  of  land  at  Kingsham  points  to  a 
close  connexion  between  him  and  the  Sydneys  of  the  fifteenth 
century.  Either  John  atte  Sydenye,  or  William  de  Sydenye  of 
Kingsham  may  have  been  the  father  of  the  William  atte  Sydenye 
who  was  juror  at  an  inquisition  held  at  Guildford  in  1377<7 8 *).  This 
William  atte  Sydenye  is  possibly  to  be  identified  with  the 
William  Sedeneye  who  acquired  “  le  Rotlond  ”  in  Shalford  in 
1393,  and  was  party  to  a  deed  as  to  lands  in  Wonersh  and 
Bromley  in  1397(8>.  In  any  case  it  is  probable  that  he  was  the 
father  of  the  William  Sedenye  or  Sydeneye  of  Cranlegh,  who  in 
1403  acquired  two  parts  of  one  half  of  the  manor  of  Loseleyt0). 
In  4  Henry  IV  (1402-3)  there  is  mention  of  William  Sydeney 
the  younger  in  connexion  with  lands  at  Kirdford<10).  In  1408

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William  Sedeneye  and  William  his  son  are  mentioned  in 
connexion  with  lands  at  Rudgwick,  just  over  the  Sussex  border^. 
There  is  reference  to  William  Sydney  and  his  wife  Agnes,  as 
holding  lands  at  Alford  in  1413(2).  William  Sydney  the  elder 
and  William  Sydney  the  younger  appear  again  in  1427-28,  and 
in  1435  we  have  mention  of  William  Sydney  the  elder  of  Cran-

He 
died  on  8  October,  1449,  as  recorded  on  a  brass  formerly  at

William  Sydney  the  younger,  who  is  commonly  distinguished 
from  his  father  as  William  Sydney  of  Ivingsham,  was  the  first 
person  of  any  importance  in  the  genealogy.  Though  the  family 
had  gradually  acquired  considerable  estates  in  Surrey  and  Sussex 
they  were  till  about  this  time  no  more  than  small  country 
gentlemen.  William  Sydney  of  Kingsham,  however,  purchased 
lands  at  Up  Waltham  and  elsewhere  and  was  of  sufficient 
position  to  represent  Sussex  in  the  Parliaments  of  1429  and  1433, 
when  he  is  styled  “  armiger.”  William  Sydney  of  Cranleigh 
had  used  a  seal  with  a  simple  capital  W.,  his  son  was  the  first 
to  use  an  armorial  seal,  showing  the  Sydney  pheon,  on  the  deed 
of  15  August,  1451.  As  the  heads  of  the  Cranleigh  and  Kings¬ 
ham  family  of  Sydneys  had  been  for  fifty  years  named  William, 
it  is  possible  that  the  long  continued  use  of  a  seal  with  a  capital 
W.  may  have  been  the  origin  of  the  pheon'5). 

William  Sydney  of  Kingsham  was  married  three  times.  His 
first  wife  was  Cicely,  daughter  of  John  Michell  by  Margaret 
daughter  and  heiress  of  Hamelin  de  Matham.  By  her  he  had 
a  son,  William  of  Stoke  d’Abernon  and  Baynards,  between 
Cranleigh  and  Rudgwick.  By  his  second  wife,  Isabel  St.  John, 
he  had  another  son  also  called  William,  who  was  apparently 
born  before  1435.  By  his  third  wife,  Thomasyne,  daughter  of 
John  Barrington,  and  widow  of  William  Lundesford,  he  had 
three  sons,  Edward,  Lewis,  and  Nicholas  ;  the  two  first  seem 
to  have  died  young  ;  Nicholas,  who  was  probably  the  second 
in  age,  was  ancestor  of  the  famous  Sidneys. 

William  Sydney  of  Stoke  d’Abernon  and  Baynards  married 
Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Sir  Henry  Norbury,  and  died  in  1463, 
leaving  two  daughters,  Elizabeth  who  married  John  Hampden, 
and  Anne  who  married  William  Uvedale  or  Wodall*6).  His  widow 
had  married  as  her  third  husband,  Sir  Thomas  Uvedale  (father 
of  William)  ;  she  died  in  1488  and  was  buried  at  Greyfriars, 
London.  The  inheritance  of  William  Sydney  of  Stoke  d’Abernon 
passed  to  his  daughters.

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By  a  deed  dated  15  August,  1451,  William  Sydney  of  Kings  - 
ham  made  provision  that  if  his  son  William  by  Isabel  St.  John 
came  to  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  and  the  feoffees  found  him 
wise  and  sadly  governed,  they  should  make  an  estate  to  him  and 
his  heirs  male  in  Kingsham  and  other  lands  ;  this  was  done 
accordingly  on  4  April,  1461 'l>.  Under  a  previous  settlement 
the  second  William  Sydney  of  Kingsham  succeeded  to  the 
moiety  of  the  Manor  of  Loseley  on  the  death  ol  his  half-brother, 
subject  to  the  rights  of  dower  held  by  his  stepmother.  Thomasyne 
Sydney  did  not  die  till  1498,  but  after  her  death  Humphrey,  son 
of  the  second  William  Sydney  of  Kingsham,  established  his  claim 
to  Loseley,  which  he  subsequently  sold  to  Christopher  More'2*. 

Under  the  same  deed  of  15  August,  1451,  William  Sydney  of 
Kingsham  made  provision  for  his  sons  by  Thomasyne  out  of  the 
manor  of  West  Preston  and  lands  at  Angmering,  Kingston. 
Lancing,  Up  Waltham,  Ertham  and  Fishbourne.  Lewis  seems 
to  have  died  before  1461,  when  the  feoffees  executed  deeds  to 
give  effect  to  William’s  intention.  Afterwards  it  would  seem 
that  Edward  also  died  without  issue  and  Nicholas  succeeded  to 
the  whole'3).  Nicholas  Sydney  married  Anne,  daughter  of  Sir 
William  Brandon  and  aunt  of  Charles  Brandon,  afterwards 
Duke  of  Suffolk  and  brother-in-law  of  Henry  VIII.  It  was 
this  marriage  which  really  made  the  fortunes  of  the  later 
Sidneys. 

William  Sidney,  son  of  Nicholas,  who  was  born  about  1482, 
probably  owed  his  advancement  at  Court  to  the  help  of  his 
cousin,  Charles  Brandon.  He  was  knighted  for  his  services  at 
Flodden  in  1513,  became  a  knight  of  the  body  to  the  King,  and 
eventually  in  1538  was  made  Chamberlain  to  the  Prince  of 
Wales.'4)  He  seems  to  have  sold  West  Preston  and  his  original 
Sussex  estates  in  1516-17'5),  but  their  place  was  taken  by  the 
much  more  important  grants  that  he  received  from  the  King. 
In  1514  he  had  a  grant  of  the  lordship  of  Kingston-on-LIull 
and  the  manor  of  Myton,  which  had  been  forfeited  by  the  attain¬ 
der  of  Edmund  de  la  Pole'6).  In  1539  this  property  was  exchanged 
for  the  site  and  precincts  of  Robertsbridge  Abbey,  with  all  the 
lands  of  the  Abbey  in  Sussex  and  Kent'7).  Two  years  later  a 
revised  grant  of  the  Robertsbridge  lands  was  made,  together 
with  a  grant  of  the  manor  of  Easton,  Hampshire,  and  other  lands 
late  of  St.  Swithun’s  Priory  at  Winchester'8).  In  1543  came  a 
further  grant  of  lands  at  Michelmersh  in  Hampshire'9)  and

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finally  on  25  April,  1552,  Edward  VI.  made  Sir  William  Sidney  a 
grant  of  Penshurst.  Sir  William  Sidney,  besides  his  more 
famous  son,  had  four  daughters,  Mary,  who  married  Sir  William 

ormer  of  Ascot,  Bucks.  ;  Lucy,  who  married  Sir  James 
Harrington  of  Exton,  Rutland  ;  Anne,  who  married  Sir  William 
FitzWilham ;  and  Frances,  who  married  Thomas  Radcliffe 
Earl  of  Sussex. 

Of  Sir  Henry  Sidney’s  career  there  is  no  need  to  write  at 
ength.  lie  was  born  in  1529,  and  as  a  boy  was  the  companion 
of  Edward  VI.  He  married  Mary,  daughter  of  John  Dudley, 
Duke  of  Northumberland,  but  escaped  implication  in  his 
father-in-law’s  treason.  In  Elizabeth’s  reign  his  wife’s  brothers, 
the  Earls  of  Leicester  and  Warwick,  were  his  close  friends.  By 
the  death  of  the  two  young  Dukes  of  Suffolk  in  1551,  Sir  Henry 
Sidney  inherited  a  share  of  the  Brandon  estates,  chiefly  in 
Lincolnshire.  He  was  Vice-Treasurer  and  Treasurer  at  War  in 
Ireland  under  the  Earl  of  Sussex  from  1556  to  1559,  and  during 
the  Earl’s  absence  twice  acted  as  Lord  Justice.  In  1559  he 
was  made  President  of  the  Council  of  Wales,  an  office  which 
he  held  till  his  death.  In  1565  he  went  again  to  Ireland  as 
Lord  Deputy,  and  with  a  short  interval  of  absence  in  1567-68 
remained  there  till  1571.  Llis  brother-in-law  Sir  William  Fitz- 
William  was  then  treasurer  under  him.  From  1575  to  1578 
Sir  Henry  Sidney  was  for  the  second  time  Lord  Deputy  in 
Ireland.  He  also  held  the  offices  of  the  Cupbearership,  of  the 
Otterhounds  and  of  the  Keepership  of  Otford  Park.  He  died  in 
1586.  He  had  three  sons,  the  famous  Sir  Philip,  Robert,  who 
became  first  Earl  of  Leicester,  and  Thomas  who  died  young. 
Of  four  daughters  Mary  and  Margaret  died  as  children*1),  and 
Ambrosia  when  just  twenty  years  of  age  ;  the  fourth  was  Mary, 
the  future  Countess  of  Pembroke. 

The  record  of  the  property  acquired  by  Sir  William  Sidney 
and  his  son,  and  of  the  offices  held  by  the  latter  explains  the 
provenance  of  the  documents  brought  together  in  this  volume. 

The  Second  Section  (pp.  8-33)  contains  a  Calendar  of 
deeds  arranged  under  counties.  The  Hampshire  deeds  relate 
to  the  property  at  Easton  and  Michelmersh.  The  majority 
of  the  Kent  deeds  have  to  do  with  the  Penshurst  estate.  The 
numerous  Lincolnshire  deeds  have  to  do  with  Sir  Henry  Sidney’s 
share  of  the  Brandon  inheritance  ;  this  property  had  formerly 
belonged  to  Ralph,  Lord  Cromwell ;  they  include  an  early 
charter  of  William  de  Roumare  to  Revesby  Abbey*2).  Nearly 
all  the  Surrey  and  Sussex  deeds  relate  to  the  ancient  Sydney 
estates  which  were  sold  by  Sir  William.  The  Yorkshire 
deeds  are  a  relic  of  the  ownership  of  the  Lordship  of 
Kingston-on-Hull  by  Sir  William  Sidney.  Of  the  Welsh

deeds  the  majority  relate  to  the  estates  which  came  to  Sir 
Robert  Sidney  by  his  marriage  to  Barbara  Damage.  The  five 
interesting  early  Irish  deeds  were  probably  acquired  for  some 
reason  by  Sir  Henry  Sidney  during  his  service  in  Ireland  ;  from 
their  endorsements  they  would  seem  to  have  formed  part  of  the 
muniments  of  the  Burgh  Earls  of  Ulster*1*.  The  remainder  of  the 
deeds  relate  to  a  variety  of  counties  ;  the  great  majority  are  of 
late  date,  and  few  are  of  more  than  local  interest. 

The  Third  Section  (pp.  33-171)  consists  of  Charters,  Deeds 
and  Accounts  relating  to  Robertsbridge  Abbey.  Robertsbridge 
Abbey  was  a  Cistercian  house  founded  by  Alfred  de  St.  Martin 
in  1176,  which  subsequently  received  rich  benefactions  from  the 
Counts  of  Eu,  who  held  lands  in  the  Rape  of  Hastings.  In  its 
early  days  the  Abbey  had  a  high  reputation,  and  though  in  the 
fifteenth  century  it  was  but  a  small  place  with  a  few  monks 
it  had  considerable  wealth.  At  the  time  of  its  surrender  on 
6  April  1539,  its  possessions  were  valued  at  248/.  6s.  lOd*2*. 

This  is  not  the  place  in  which  to  attempt  a  full  history  of  the 
Abbey.  The  Deeds  themselves  call,  however,  for  some  special 
notice.  Antiquaries  have  long  been  familiar  with  their  value  and 
as  far  back  as  1873  a  partial  calendar  was  printed  privately  under 
the  editorship  of  Mr.  H.  Pinfold!3).  This  Calendar  comprised  405 
deeds,  but  included  three,  which  do  not  relate  to  Robertsbridge 
but  had  strayed  into  the  collection  from  other  parts  of  the 
Penshurst  muniments*4).  The  true  number  is  thus  reduced  to  402. 
But  a  number  of  Robertsbridge  deeds  which  still  remain  at 
Penshurst  were  not  dealt  with  and  their  inclusion  in  this  volume 
brings  the  total  up  to  over  630*5).  Large  as  this  total  is  it  is  far 
from  representing  the  whole  number  of  Robertsbridge  Abbey 
deeds  still  extant.  Over  one  hundred  have  at  different  times 
found  their  way  to  the  British  Museum.  The  most  important 
of  these  latter  are  contained  in  the  Campbell  Charters,  which 
include  76  documents  formerly  belonging  to  Robertsbridge 
Abbey  *6>.  In  1787  these  documents  were  in  the  possession  of 
Thomas  Astle*7),  then  keeper  of  the  Records  at  the  Tower.  After 
Astle’s  death  in  1803  they  passed  to  Lord  Frederick  Campbell, 
( d •  1818)  with  the  rest  of  whose  collections  they  ultimately 
came  to  the  British  Museum.  Nearly  all  the  Robertsbridge

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deeds  in  the  Campbell  Charters  have  to  do  with  Broomhill  (or 
omhell)  and  had  probably  been  selected  by  the  original 
collector  for  their  topographical  interest.  Another  collection, 
which  to  judge  from  the  endorsements,  must  also  have  been 
a  rnnated  from  Penshurst  in  the  eighteenth  century,  is  contained 
in  Egerton  Charters,  371-403.  This  latter  collection  was  in  the 
possession  of  the  Rev.  J.  H.  Blunt  in  1871,  when  some  account 
ot  the  deeds  was  contributed  to  ArchceologiaW.  These  deeds 
were  shortly  afterwards  acquired  for  the  British  Museum.  In 
this  case  the  chief  attraction  to  the  collector  would  appear 
to  have  been  the  fine  seals,  and  especially  ecclesiastical  ones. 
Other  Robertsbridge  Abbey  deeds  in  the  British  Museum  are 
Egerton  Charters,  254  and  255,  and  Additional  Charter,  40790* 
the  last  named  is  an  early  Promhell  deed,  which  from  the 
endorsement  is  clearly  of  the  same  provenance  as  Egerton 
Charters  371-403,  though  it  must  have  been  separated  from 
them  before  they  came  into  the  possession  of  Mr.  Blunt. 
Four  other  deeds — Additional  Charters  66406-9 — were  recently 
purchased  at  the  sale  of  a  collection  from  the  North  of  England. 
Thus  there  are  116  deeds  in  the  British  Museum,  which  with 
those  now  calendared  makes  up  a  total  of  about  750.  Other 
deeds  possibly  exist  in  private  hands  or  elsewhere.  Six  charters 
printed  in  the  MonasticonM  are  described  in  1661  as  in  the 
possession  of  William  Hayward,  esquire,  of  Tandridge,  Surrey. 
An  examination  of  the  available  deeds  suggests  that  the 
Robertsbridge  Abbey  muniments  originally  contained  a  much 
greater  number  of  deeds  than  are  now  extant. 

In  the  earliest  and  most  prosperous  days  of  the  Abbey  it  is 
clear  that  the  muniments  were  carefully  arranged  and  kept, 
with  an  elaborate  system  of  press-marks.  For  this  purpose 
the  deeds  were  divided  into  at  least  fourteen  classes,  each  with 
a  distinguishing  mark.  The  first  class  is  distinguished  by  a 
Dagger,  the  second  by  a  Cross,  and  the  others  by  capital  letters. 
Sub-classes  are  marked  by  Roman  numerals,  and  in  each 
sub-class  the  deeds  are  distinguished  by  the  number  of  dots 
over  the  Cross  or  Letter*3).  The  Dagger  would  seem  to  have  been 
used  for  the  foundation  charters  ;  but  only  five  instances  are 
preserved,  marked  II.  (2),  VI.  (4),  VII  (3),  VIII  (2),  and

The  second  class  is  distinguished  by  a  Cross.  To  this  class 
belong  27  deeds  included  in  the  present  Calendar,  besides  2 
in  the  Campbell  Charters  and  4  in  the  Egerton  Charters.  Again 
it  is  clear  that  the  Class  is  not  complete  ;  No.  46  (on  pp.  48-9') 
is  numbered  XXXVI  (2),  but  there  are  only  17  sub-classes 
represented (3).  The  Cross  seems  to  have  been  used  mainly  for 
deeds  relating  to  other  religious  houses  ;  thus  VII,  VIII  and  X 
are  concerned  with  St.  Mary  Hastings**),  XVI  with  Treport 
Abbey*5)  and  XXX  with  Battle  Abbey.  Other  sub-classes  are 
used  for  important  deeds  which  would  not  fall  properly  into  any 
of  the  ordinary  classes  ;  thus  I  contains  three  charters  of 
Geoffrey  de  St.  Martin*5),  and  XXVI  (2)  is  a  charter  of  Ralph  de 
Issoudun*7).  Besides  the  numbered  deeds  there  are  three  late 
instances  of  a  Cross  with  no  number*8).  The  late  press-mark  on 
No.  540  has  a  cross  of  peculiar  design*9),  but  is  numbered  XVI  (6). 

The  remainder  of  the  deeds  are  marked  in  twelve  classes 
distinguished  by  capital  letters,  A.,  B.,  C.,  D.,  E.,  F.,  G.,  H.,  J., 
K.,  L.,  and  M.  Probably  there  were  no  more,  though  there  is  a 
solitary  instance  of  a  deed  marked  P.x*10>.  The  division  would 
seem  to  have  been  topographical,  though  it  is  not  always  easy  to 
decide  whether  the  determining  quality  was  the  grant  or  the 
grantoi .  Supposing  that  the  division  was  in  the  first  instance 
systematic  and  definite,  it  is  likely  enough  that  additions  may 
ha\  e  been  made  without  any  clear  understanding  of  the  original 
principle.  Such  a  theory  would  account  for  some  apparent 
confusion  and  overlapping. 

Class  A.  was  apparently  intended  to  include  deeds  relating  to 
lands  in  the  immediate  neighbourhood  of  the  Abbey  to  the

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east.  Thus  the  first  sub-classes  deal  with  Odiham  and  Combe, 
Jercneselle,  the  Drichneselle  deeds  and  Bodiham.  But  other 
classes  are  concerned  with  Blakebroc,  Ytenton  and  Pels  am. 
Altogether  there  were  30  sub-classes,  though  for  four  of  them 
there  are  no  extant  deeds.  A  I.,  which  deals  with  Odiham 
and  Combe  and  contains  7  deeds  (Nos.  62-68,  see  pp.  61,  62), 

is  perhaps  complete.  .  . 

Class  B.  was  clearly  intended  for  deeds  relating  to  lands  in 
Sedlescumbe,  including  Waliland  which  was  perhaps  partly  in 
that  parish  and  partly  in  Ewhurst.  The  first  three  sub-classes 
have  to  do  with  the  grant  of  Footland  or  Fodiland  by  Maud  de 
Meiniers  and  her  husband.  B.x,  B.xi,  B.xn  and  B.xrai  relate 
to  Waliland.  In  B.xn  there  are  now  8  deeds  (Nos.  194-99,  221, 
and  495),  but  221  is  marked  xn  (9).  The  highest  classes  are 
marked  xxix  and  xxx,  but  only  23  classes  are  represented. 
There  are  a  number  of  deeds  marked  B.  without  any  numeral ; 
all  are  of  comparatively  late  date.  The  series  Nos.  266-70  has 
dots  without  numeral,  they  have  to  do  with  John  de  Sunting 
and  Ticehurst ;  like  others  of  the  late  markings  they  are  misplaced 
under  B. 

Class  C.  opens  with  the  charters  of  Ranulf  de  Hethinden,  and 
was  apparently  intended  for  lands  in  Kent.  There  were,  it 
would  seem,  31  sub-classes,  but  only  21  are  represented. 

Class  D.  is  now  chiefly  concerned  with  Eures  and  Finchesfleet. 
But  out  of  12  possible  sub-classes  there  are  deeds  for  only  five. 
The  class  happens  to  include  most  of  the  Crevequer  deeds  ;  but 
since  the  Crevequer  charters  for  Pirifeld  (Nos.  1,  125  and  126) 
are  marked  C.xvi,  the  division  was  clearly  topographical. 

Classes  E.  and  F.  are  both  made  up  chiefly  of  St.  Leger  charters 
relating  to  Guestling  and  Fairlight.  E.  contains  charters  of 
Thomas  St.  Leger,  and  F.  charters  of  Geoffrey  St.  Leger. 
Probably,  however,  the  intended  arrangement  is  topographical, 
and  F.xW  and  F.xin  have  to  do  with  Swanemere(1 2).  The  highest 
numbers  are  E.xx  and  F.xiii  ;  but  only  four  sub-classes  are 
represented  in  either  case.  In  E.  there  are  three  late  deeds 
without  number^). 

In  G.  there  are  only  four  extant  charters,  which  belong  to 
sub-classes  xxi  (No.  532),  xxim  (No.  511)  and  xxxi  (No.  527, 
and  Egerton  Charter,  386W).  The  class  was  apparently  intended 
for  outlying  lands  in  Kent.  All  four  of  the  deeds  are  of  com¬ 
paratively  late  date  ;  No.  511  which  seems  to  be  the  earliest,  is 
dated  1263.  Presumably  a  large  number  of  deeds  in  this  class 
have  been  lost. 

Class  H.  contains  a  variety  of  deeds,  including  Lundresford, 
Glottingham  and  Echingham  deeds,  together  with  those  of  Alan 
of  Robertsbridge  and  some  for  Cobford.  Perhaps  it  was  intended

Classes  J.  and  Iv.  are  both  devoted  to  deeds  for  Broomhill  (or 
Promhell)  and  its  neighbourhood.  J.  begins  with  the  charters  of 
Albreda  de  Grepcnvill,  and  is  concerned  chiefly  with  Dude- 
mansland  and  Pedlinges.  In  K.  the  first  four  sub-classes  contain 
the  early  deeds  of  Idonia  de  Herst,  Waleran  de  Herst,  and  his 
son  William  de  Monceaus(2>.  The  subsequent  sub-classes  are 
concerned  chiefly  with  the  deeds  of  the  descendants  of  Eilwin 
de  Promhell  and  their  kinsfolks.  J.  had  34  sub-classes,  and  K, 
had  35.  But  many  sub-classes  are  unrepresented  and  out  of 
totals  of  35  extant  deeds  in  J.  and  57  in  K.,  no  less  than  26  and 
31  are  now  in  the  British  Museum.  In  two  late  instances 
an  I.  is  used  instead  of  JW.  In  the  later  deeds  a  Gothic  K  is 
used. 

Class  L.  is  represented  only  by  Campbell  Charters  iv.  3  and 
xxv.  11,  marked  respectively  L.  n.  (4)  and  L.v  (1).  It  is 
impossible  to  say  what  was  the  subject  of  this  class. 

Class  M.  was  for  lands  in  Waldron  or  Walderne  and  its  neigh¬ 
bourhood.  There  are  one  or  more  deeds  for  each  of  ten  sub¬ 
classes  <5h  There  are  also  12  deeds  marked  M,  but  without  any 
numeral,  ranging  in  date  from  1259-63  (Nos.  215-19)  to  c.  1320 
(No.  325).  All  these  later  deeds  have  to  do  with  Walderne. 

There  remains  to  be  considered  the  date  at  which  this  system 
of  press  marks  was  devised.  It  seems  clear  that  it  was  in  regular 
use  down  to  about  1250.  Before  that  date  only  about  10  per 
cent,  of  the  documents  are  without  press  marks,  and  with  rare 
exceptions  the  sub-class  is  given ;  the  distinguishing  letter  is 
usually  Lombardie.  Between  1250  and  1324  less  than  half  the 
deeds  "are  marked,  and  the  numbers  of  the  sub-class  and  the 
dots  for  the  individual  deed  are  very  commonly  omitted.  Press 
marks  appear  on  very  few  deeds  of  later  date  than  1324.  The 
latest  is  B.xxx  (3)  on  No.  575  in  1369W.  In  the  later  deeds 
Gothic  letters  are  often  used.  Whilst  it  is  fairly  certain  that  the

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original  marking  was  not  much  later  than  1250,  there  are  varia¬ 
tions  in  the  lettering  which  suggest  that  it  was  not  all  done  at 
one  time.  The  omission  of  marks  on  some  quite  early  deeds  like 
Nos.  8  and  12  was  probably  accidental.  The  mark  on  No.  46- 
Cross,  xxxvi  (2) — appears  to  be  of  much  later  date  than  the 
marks  on  other  early  deeds.  The  confirmations  of  Papal 
Bulls  never  have  press  marks ***;  probably  they  wrere  kept  apart, 
perhaps  in  the  custody  of  the  Abbott.  A  similar  reason  may 
explain  the  absence  of  press  marks  on  the  later  Letters  Patent. 

In  addition  to  the  press  marks  the  deeds  are  often  endorsed 
with  the  name  of  the  grantor  or  of  the  property.  Sometimes 
there  are  other  endorsements  of  greater  interest*8).  The  en¬ 
dorsements  on  Nos.  433  and  450  show  that  most  of  the  deeds 
had  been  entered  in  a  Cartulary*4*.  The  naive  admission  on  No. 
28  that  if  the  three  documents  were  shewn  to  the  abbey’s  oppo¬ 
nents,  they  would  be  more  helpful  to  them  than  to  the  abbey 
is  entertaining.  An  endorsement  on  No.  354  (see  p.  145)  which 
was  accidentally  omitted  in  the  Calendar  may  be  given  here  : 
“  Presens  carta  Recordatur  in  quodam  libro  ville  de  Ria  de  anno 
Maioratus  Clementis  Adam” 

Quite  apart  from  their  contents  the  Robertsbridge  deeds  at 
Penshurst  would  be  noteworthy  for  the  number,  variety  and 
admirable  condition  of  the  seals  still  preserved.  Besides  a 
remarkable  series  of  early  equestrian  and  armorial  seals,  there 
are  numerous  thirteenth  century  seals  of  less  important  persons. 
The  series  of  ecclesiastical  seals  has  suffered  somewhat  by  the 
abstraction  of  those  now  in  the  Egerton  Charters.  But  amongst 
English  monastic  seals  those  of  Horton  Priory,  Bayham  Abbey, 
the  C  ollege  of  St.  Mary  Hastings,  and  the  counter  seal  used  by 
the  abbot  of  Battle  call  for  special  notice.  A  number  of  the 
more  important  seals  are  described  in  Archceologia .  lxv.  pp. 
261-68,  where  also  illustrations  are  given  of  48  of  the  most 
noteworthy  seals*0*.  The  Great  Seals  and  some  others  of  special 
importance  are  still  preserved  in  bags  of  pink  leather*6*.

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as  possible  in  chronological  order.  For  various  reasons  Mr. 
Pinfold  s  order  was  not  satisfactory  ;  in  some  cases  comparison 
with  the  additional  deeds  suggested  a  different  order,  and  in 
other  cases  deeds  with  definite  dates  were  out  of  place.  Where 
so  many  deeds  are  without  date  the  assignment  of  a  date  is  of 
necessity  more  or  less  conjectural.  In  arranging  the  deeds 
consideration  has  been  given  to  the  evidence  of  writing,  of  the 
subject  matter,  and  of  the  names  of  the  witnesses.  None  of 
these,  however,  can  afford  positive  guidance.  The  same 
witness  may  appear  in  deeds  of  widely  different  date,  thus  Alan 
of  Robertsbridge  appears  as  witness  in  a  deed  which  can  be 
assigned  with  certainty  to  1215-I7W,  and  also  in  a  deed  which  is 
definitely  dated  13  December,  1259(1 2>,  whilst  Robert  de  Glotinge- 
ham  may  cover  the  period  from  1210  to  124<8<3>.  In  these  two 
instances  we  have  probably  to  do  with  definite  persons;  but  in 
some  other  cases  it  is  not  possible  to  be  certain  that  there  may 
not  have  been  two  persons  of  the  same  name.  However,  by  a 
comparison  of  the  names  of  witnesses  in  various  deeds  some 
fairly  trustworthy  conclusion  as  to  date  can  commonly  be  formed. 
When  dates  are  thus  so  often  uncertain  it  has  seemed  best  to  bring 
together  in  one  place  the  undated  deeds  relating  to  a  particular 
property  or  made  by  the  same  individual,  and  to  assign  an 
approximate  central  date  to  the  whole  series.  Instances  are 
the  Promhell  deeds  on  pp.  71-75,  the  deeds  of  Alan  of  Roberts¬ 
bridge  on  pp.  90-92  and  the  Cobford  deeds  on  pp.  93-95  and 
98-100.  It  will  of  course  be  understood  that  in  any  such  series 
there  may  be  an  interval  of  several  years  between  the  earliest 
and  the  latest  deed<4) *. 

It  is  unfortunate  that,  whilst  so  many  of  the  Robertsbridge 
Abbey  deeds  have  been  preserved,  so  few  of  the  other  muniments 
of  the  Abbey  have  survived.  There  are  a  few  Rentals  and  an 
imperfect  series  of  Court  Rolls.  Four  rolls  contain  the  accounts 
of  the  Abbot’s  reeve  at  Footland  or  Fodiland  between  1371 
and  1389.  Of  greater  importance  are  six  rolls  of  Bursar’s 
accounts  for  various  years  between  1417  and  1438.  These  last 
rolls  have  at  some  time  suffered  much  injury  from  damp.  The 
accounts  of  expenses  contain  numerous  small  details  of  interest 
like  the  payment  to  a  monk  of  St.  Mary  Graces  at  London  for 
making  a  banner,  and  the  purchase  of  glass  for  the  altar  of  the 
Confessor.  That  mediaeval  monks  were  not  without  their 
lighter  moments  is  shewn  by  the  not  infrequent  entries  of 
payments  to  minstrels  and  players,  the  latter  are  in  one  instance 
definitely  described  as  “  the  King’s  players  ”<6 * 8>.

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The  Fourth  Section  ( pp .  171-208)  contains  Deeds  and 
Documents  relating  to  Tattershall  Church  and  College.  The 
Deeds  are  naturally  not  numerous,  but  are  of  interest  as  giving 
the  history  of  the  origin  and  foundation  of  the  College,  which 
appears  to  have  been  grafted  on  the  endowment  of  a  chapel 
and  chantry  by  the  early  lords  of  Tattershall.  The  most 
interesting  deed,  however,  is  the  indenture  under  which  Henry 
Halsebroke,  carpenter,  of  Tattershall,  covenanted  to  build  a 
bedehous  for  the  College.  For  this  purpose  he  was  to  re-erect, 
a  great  house  late  bought  and  brought  from  St.  Mary  Tydd. 
The  whole  new  building  was  clearly  timbered,  with  “  soles, 
entertaces  and  mighty  stothes.”  Besides  chambers  for  the 
bedesmen,  it  included  a  hall,  chapel  and  rooms  for  the  parish 
priest*1).  The  documents  include  the  original  statutes  and  ordi¬ 
nances,  made  soon  after  1456*2)  on  the  model  as  it  would  appear  of 
those  of  Maidstone  College,  together  with  the  revised  Ordinances 
made  in  1501  at  the  request  of  the  Lady  Margaret  Beaufort 
and  providing  for  the  association  of  Maud,  lady  Willoughby 
as  joint  founder.  Lady  Willoughby,  who  died  in  1497,  was  a 
niece  of  Ralph,  lord  Cromwell,  the  original  founder.  Other 
documents  throw  light  on  Ralph  Cromwell’s  intentions  and  the 
difficulties  which  his  executors  experienced  in  giving  effect  to 
his  wishes  ;  two  papers  drawn  up  by  John  Leynton,  who  was 
apparently  the  legal  adviser  of  the  executors,  are  of  particular 
interest.  A  long  series  of  accounts  follows.  Those  of  the 
Wardens,  between  1443  and  1461— at  a  time  when  the  College 
was  not  fully  established — furnish  amongst  a  variety  of  items 
some  details  of  purchases  of  books  and  of  ornaments  for  the 
chapel.  The  accounts  of  the  Steward,  the  Precentor,  the 
Impositor  and  the  Receiver  follow.  Robert  Lound,  who  was 
at  one  time  Impositor  or  Provost  of  the  Choir,  was  paid  for  the 
notation  not  only  of  chants  and  anthems  but  of  secular  music 
like  “  Maydens  of  London  ”  and  “  The  Cry  of  Calais.”  The 
Building  Accounts  are  most  noteworthy  for  the  references  to 
the  purchase  of  stained  glass  for  the  windows  of  the  Church 
All  the  glass  seems  to  have  been  of  English  manufacture  pro¬ 
cured  at  Stamford  and  Peterborough  and  even  as  far  away  as 
Burton.  There  were  windows  of  the  Holy  Cross,  a  “  Credo  ” 
de  histona  Magnificat,”  “  de  Imaginibus  ”  and  “  de  Sentem 
Sacramentis  ”  <«.  Other  windows  are  described  as  “  de  clara 
histona  which  seems  to  be  dog-Latin  for  Clerestory.  Some

Tmaginibus.”  The  “Credo”  window  no  doubt  supplied  the 
one  apostle  (with  an  axe — probably  either  St.  Matthew  or  St. 
Matthias)  and  two  prophets.  Two  of  the  Seven  Sacraments 
pictures  still  form  part  of  the  East  Window*1).  At  Stamford 
there  are  panels  of  Gospel  scenes  with  the  Old  Testament 
antitypes  which  may  possibly  come  from  the  windows  “  de 
Historia.  lhe  Bailiffs’  Accounts  and  Post  Dissolution  Accounts 
call  for  no  special  comment.  The  Tattershall  papers  came  to 
Penshurst  owing  to  the  estates  of  the  dissolved  College  having 
formed  part  of  Sir  Henry  Sidney’s  share  of  the  Brandon 
inheritance. 

The  Fifth  Section  contains  the  Cromwell  Family  Papers 
and  Estate  Accounts,  (pp.  203-218).  These  came  to  the 
Penshurst  muniments  from  the  same  source  as  the  foregoing. 
The  General  Accounts  include  some  items  of  interest  of  the  kind 
usually  found  in  such  documents,  with  occasional  unusual  words. 
The  story  of  how  Hugh  de  Goudeby  having  gone  to  Lenton 
in  the  south  of  the  county  had  to  return  to  Tattershall  by  way 
of  Lincoln  owing  to  the  lack  of  water  in  Martin  dyke  illustrates 
the  use  of  the  dykes  by  travellers  and  for  the  carriage  of  goods. 
Goudeby  apparently  journeyed  by  the  Car  Dyke  from  Lenton 
and  reached  Tattershall  from  Lincoln  by  boat  on  the  Witham. 
There  are  occasional  references  to  the  buildings  at  Tattershall 
Castle  and  College,  and  to  Cromwell’s  inn  at  Norwich.  The 
Accounts  of  Cromwell’s  executors  furnish  some  additional  par¬ 
ticulars  as  to  the  early  history  of  the  College.  The  building 
accounts  for  Tattershall  Castle  contain  much  information  as  to 
the  purchase  and  carriage  of  the  requisite  material,  but  unfor¬ 
tunately  only  refer  incidentally  to  the  actual  buildings.  In 
the  General  Estate  Accounts  the  most  interesting  item  has 
to  do  with  buildings  at  Stamford.  It  will  be  observed  that  these 
Account  Rolls  arc  very  lengthy  ;  it  is  not  possible  in  this  volume 
to  give  more  than  the  briefest  indication  of  their  character  and 
contents. 

The  Sixth  Section  (pp.  218-32)  contains  a  calendar  of 
Various  Rolls,  including  numerous  Court  Rolls,  and  accounts  of 
bailiffs,  reeves  and  collectors  of  rents.  There  are  upwards  of  150 
rolls,  and  it  was  not  practicable  to  do  more  than  record  their 
existence  and  indicate  their  general  character.  The  large 
majority  relate  to  the  Cromwell  estates  in  the  counties  of  Lincoln, 
Leicester,  Nottingham,  Northampton  and  Norfolk.  The  most 
interesting  are  the  Boston  and  Candlesby  Rolls*2).  Of  the  others 
the  most  important  is  a  document  describing  the  Liberties  of  the 
Lowy  of  Tonbridge*3).  There  is  also  an  account  of  the  Receiver 
for  the  priory  of  Sheen  in  the  West  Midlands  for  1505*4).

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In  the  Seventh  Section  ( pp .  232-38)  we  come  to 

Documents  relating  to  Penshurst  and  its  Owners  between  1341 
and  1551.  These  must  be  supplemented  by  the  Penshurst  deeds 
calendared  on  pp.  11-15.  Penshurst  had  belonged  to  Stephen  de 
Pencestre,  who  was  Constable  of  Dover  in  the  reign  of  Edward  I 
and  died  in  1299.  In  1338  it  was  purchased  from  Stephen’s 
grandsons  Thomas  and  Stephen  de  Columbers  by  Sir  John  dc 
Pulteney,  a  man  of  good  family  but  also  a  rich  London  merchant, 
who  had  been  four  times  mayor  of  the  city  between  1330  and 
1337.  Pulteney  or  Pountney  was  almost  as  famous  as  a  builder 
as  a  merchant.  In  addition  to  his  two  great  London  houses — 
the  Coldharbour  and  Pountney’s  Inn — lie  was  the  first  builder 
of  the  existing  house  at  Penshurst,  which  he  had  licence  to 
crenellate  in  1341.  At  Penshurst  Pulteney  built  the  Great 
Hall,  which  stands  to-dav  almost  as  he  left  it.  The  porch  and  the 
chambers  at  the  upper  end  of  the  Hall  are  also  part  of  Pulteney ’s 
building.  Of  Pulteney’s  ownership  of  Penshurst  there  is  a 
record  in  the  accounts  of  his  bailiff  there  in  1345-46,  with  mention 
of  the  gardens  and  vines.  To  this  connexion  are  also  due  the 
documents  relating  to  the  Coldharbourd). 

Sir  John  de  Pulteney  died  in  1349,  leaving  by  his  wife  Margaret, 
daughter  ot  John  de  St.  John  of  Lageham,  a  son  William,  who 
was  under  age  at  his  father’s  death.  Margaret  de  Pulteney 
married  as  her  second  husband  Sir  Nicholas  de  Lovayne. 
William  de  Pulteney  apparently  came  of  age  in  1356,  when  he 
made  a  quitclaim  to  his  mother  and  step-father  of  any  waste 
since  his  father’s  death*2).  He  died  on  20  January,  1367*8), 
leaving  a  widow  Margaret,  but  no  children.  His  widow  married 
before  15  July,  1374,  John  de  Pekkebrugge*4). 

The  ownership  of  Penshurst,  and  of  the  greater  part  of  John 
de  Pulteney  s  lands  now  passed  to  Nicholas,  and  Margaret  de 
Lovayne  with  remainder  to  their  issue.  Sir  Nicholas  de  Lovayne 
and  his  wife  were  both  dead  before  28  November,  1376*6>.  They 
had  a  son  Nicholas,  and  a  daughter  Margaret.  The  second 
Nicholas  de  Lovayne  had  pardon  on  9  May,  1375,  for  having 
married  without  licence  Margaret,  widow  of  Henry,  Lord 
Beaumont*®)  (d.  1369),  and  daughter  of  John  de  Vere,  Earl  of 
Oxford.  Probably  the  marriage  had  taken  place  some  time 
before,  and  perhaps  as  early  as  the  enfeoffment  to  Aubrey  de 
Vere,  John  Pekkebrugge  and  others  on  1  May,  1371*7>.  In  his 
will,  dated  20  September,  1375,  the  second  Sir  Nicholas  de 
Lovayne  makes  mention  of  his  wife  Margaret,  his  son  Nicholas.

Her  son  by  Nicholas  de  Lovayne  had  apparently  died 
young,  and  Penshurst  now  went  to  her  daughter  Margaret® . 
This  last  Margaret  de  Lovayne  had  married  (1)  Richard  Cham¬ 
berlain  of  Cotes,  Northants,  who  died  in  1396  ;  and  (2)  Philip 
Seyntclere  of  Tghtham,  Kent.  She  and  her  second  husband 
both  died  in  1409.  She  left  at  her  death  four  sons,  ivho  were 
then  all  under  age  :  Richard  Chamberlain,  John  Chamberlain, 
John  Seyntclere  and  Thomas  Seyntclere.  Under  the  law  of 
gavelkind  the  Kentish  property  was  divided  between  them. 
Ultimately  John  Seyntclere  sold  his  share,  including  the  house 
and  advowson  of  Penshurst,  to  John,  duke  of  Bedford.  Bedford 
is  said  to  have  added  the  state-rooms  at  the  upper  end  of  the 
Hall.  After  his  death  Penshurst  was  granted  to  his  brother 
Humphrey,  duke  of  Gloucester®,  who  held  it  till  1447.  Then  it 
was  granted  to  Humphrey  Stafford,  Duke  of  Buckingham®,  from 
whom  it  descended  to  his  grea.t-grandson,  the  third  Duke,  who 
was  executed  by  Henry  VIII  in  1521.  By  the  attainder  of 
Edward  Stafford,  Penshurst  fell  to  the  crown  and  became  a 
royal  manor.  Thomas  Boleyn,  Earl  of  Wiltshire  (who  resided 
there),  Thomas  Colpeper  and  George  Harper  were  successively 
keepers  of  the  house®.  Thomas  Willoughby  was  keeper  of 
North leigh  Park  with  a  fee  out  of  the  manor  of  Penshurst  in 
1542,  and  was  succeeded  in  1546  by  Sir  Ralph  Fane®.  In  1547 
Queen  Anne  of  Cleves  had  her  commodity  in  the  house  of 
Penshurst*10*.  But  in  July  1550  Fane,  who  was  a  supporter  of 
the  Protector  Somerset,  obtained  a  grant  in  fee*11).  Fane  was 
executed  for  treason  less  than  two  years  later,  and  Penshurst

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having  once  more  reverted  to  the  crown  was  granted  to  Sir 
William  Sidney,  in  the  possession  of  whose  descendants  it  has 
since  remained.  ' 

We  must  now  go  back  to  the  sons  of  Margaret  de  Seyntclere. 
John  Chamberlain  and  Thomas  Seyntclere  both  appear  to  have 
died  without  male  issue.  John  Chamberlain  had  long  been 
dead  in  1429*1);  and  Thomas  Seyntclere  apparently  died  in  1436, 
leaving  issue  three  daughters'2).  In  1424  the  title  of  Thomas 
Seyntclere  and  Richard  Chamberlain  to  the  manors  of  Penshurst 
and  Yensfield  was  disputed  by  Thomas  de  Pulteney  under  an 
alleged  settlement  by  Sir  John  de  Pulteney  in  favour  of  his 
sister’s  son  Robert  Owen  dc  Pulteney*3).  Richard  Chamberlain 
of  Cotes  died  in  1440*4),  but  his  descendants  retained  their  rights 
in  his  lands  at  Penshurst.  His  son  Richard  held  the  property 
in  1484,  and  in  1515  his  representative  was  his  grandson, 
Sir  Edward  Chamberlain  of  Shirburn,  Oxfordshire*5).  In  1519 
Edward,  Duke  of  Buckingham,  wrote  to  Sir  Edward  Chamber- 
lain  that  he  had  caused  his  claim  to  the  manor  of  Penshurst 
to  be  investigated,  and  would  be  willing  to  allow  him  some  recom¬ 
pense,  not  so  much  from  a  doubt  as  to  his  title  as  from  a  desire 
to  benefit  a  friend*6).  The  remainder  of  the  Chamberlain  property 
was  acquired  by  Sir  William  Sidney  in  1553,  when  he  made  a 
fine  with  Leonard  Chamberleyn, Ralph  Chamberleyn  and  Edward 
Chamberleyn  for  the  manors  of  Penshurst,  Hawden  alias 
I  lav  endencouit,  Cepham,  and  \ensfeld  alias  Ensfeld,  together 
with  messuages,  lands,  and  rents  in  Penshurst,  Hawden,  Yens- 
teld,  Chiddingston,  Leigh,  Bidborough,  Tunbridge,  Speldhurst 
Cepham,  and  Cowden*7). 

There  are  several  Accounts  by  bailiffs  of  Penshurst  during  its 
ownership  by  Humphrey  of  Gloucester  and  the  dukes  of  Bucking¬ 
ham.  The  earliest  account,  which  is  for  the  years  1435  to  1439 
contains  reference  to  repairs  to  the  Corner  Tower,  the  Porch’ 
the  vestry  of  the  Chapel  and  other  buildings  ;  there  is  also 
mention  of  the  Great  Garden  and  the  New  Park.  Another 
Account m  i445  refers  to  the  Lower  Garden,  and  repairs  in  1465- 
4  >(>  include  work  on  the  Tower  by  the  churchyard,  the  tiling 
>f  the  Hall  and  the  Great  Chamber,  and  in  the  Court  Garden 
Ihere  are  some  minor  references  to  repairs  in  subsequent  years**)

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The  latest  document  before  the  grant  to  Sir  William  Sidney 
is  a  survey  ol  certain  lands  which  the  King  proposed  to  purchase 
for  the  enlarging  of  the  Park  of  Penshurst*1). 

So  far  the  majority  of  the  documents  have  had  to  do 
with  estates  previously  to  their  acquisition  by  the  Sidneys. 
In  the  Eighth  Section  (pp.  238-305)  we  come  to  Sydney 
Family  Papers  between  1539  and  1587.  The  accounts  during 
the  lifetime  of  Sir  William  Sidney  contain  little  of  general 
interest.  The  personality  of  Sir  Henry  Sidney  and  his  children 
imparts  a  superior  quality  to  those  which  follow.  The  Accounts 
of  Sir  Henry  Sidney’s  Receivers  General  form  a  fairly  complete 
series  from  1560  to  1580*2).  They  relate  primarily  to  his  English 
affairs,  but  are  occasionally  complicated  by  payments  on  behalf 
of  Sidney  for  transactions  in  Wales  and  Ireland.  Similarly  the 
later  Irish  Accounts  include  many  details  relating  to  Sidney’s 
private  affairs.  The  entries  are  naturally  of  a  very  multifarious 
character.  Purchases  of  apparel  for  Sir  Henry  himself  and  for 
his  wife  and  children,  and  of  plate  and  books  and  musical 
instruments  appear  along  with  items  of  household  expenditure 
and  charges  of  journeys,  his  expenses  when  he  was  made  a  free¬ 
man  of  London  and  installed  as  a  knight  of  the  Garter,  and  the 
charges  which  he  was  at  when  he  was  commissioned  to  receive 
the  Duke  of  Holst  and  John  Casimir,  the  Count  Palatine.  The 
Receiver  was  responsible  for  all  expenditure,  including  even 
personal  items  such  as  for  money  at  play,  like  the  206'.  delivered 
to  Sir  Henry  when  he  played  at  tables  with  my  lady  and  lost*3). 
That  Henry  Sidney  nevertheless  exercised  close  supervision  over 
the  accounts  is  shewn  by  the  occurrence  of  frequent  comments 
in  his  writing,  either  simply  “  allowed  by  me,”  or  such  entries 
as  “  I  know  not  this  nor  allow  it,”  or  “  since  the  allowance  of 
this  bill  the  scutcheons  within  mentioned  are  come  to  my  hands, 
and  found  not  worth  half  the  money  they  are  priced  at  and 
therefore  abated  in  each  36.  4r/.”*4)  One  item  of  interest  which 
is  personal  to  Sir  Henry  is  the  payment  to  Arnold  (a  painter  of 
whom  no  more  is  known  than  the  name)  of  4/.  66.  10c/.  “  for  my 
lord’s  picture  ”  ;  in  another  place  occur  payments  for  pictures 
of  my  lord  himself  and  of  three  noblemen*6).  There  are  occasional 
notes  of  the  purchases  of  books,  a  bible,  a  book  called  “Malando,” 
and  copies  of  Foxe’s  Martyrs,  Grafton’s  Chronicle  and  Froissart. 
But  there  is  nothing  to  suggest  the  literary  tastes  which  distin¬ 
guished  his  sons  and  daughter. 

The  record  of  household  expenses  furnishes  us  with  Sidney’s 
residences  ;  at  St.  Anthony’s  in  Broad  Street,  London,  where  his 
father  had  lived  before  him  ;  at  Canon  Row  in  Westminster, 
where  he  rented  a  house  formerly  occupied  by  Sir  John  C’heke  ;

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and  at  Carlisle  House  in  Lambeth  Marsh,  where  Lady  Mary 
Sidney  entertained  the  Queen  in  1 574.  I n  London  Henry  Sidney 
also  at  one  time  resided  at  Durham  Place  in  the  Strand,  and  was 
sometimes  entertained  by  his  brother-in-law  at  Leicester  House 
and  by  his  son-in-law  at  Baynards  Castle.  He  had  also  houses 
at  Holywell  and  Greenwich  ;  the  latter  no  doubt  for  use  when 
the  Queen  and  Court  were  there.  There  are  a  few  references 
to  Penshurst ;  to  the  making  of  the  great  pond  in  1507,  and  the 
making  of  the  Terrace  and  other  works  in  15780). 

Lady  Mary  Sidney  had  her  regular  allowance  of  300 1.  per 
annum.  Payments  made  on  her  behalf  nevertheless  appear. 
In  1574  she  had  143k  in  ready  money  (including  5/.  given  to  her 
son  Philip)  besides  payment  for  dress,  of  which  the  chief  item 
was  a  velvet  gown  with  petticoat  and  kirtle  which  cost  over 
17k,  and  14  yards  of  velvet  as  a  gift  for  the  Queen  which  cost 
14/.  2s.  6 ck<2>  Her  bill  for  physic  and  drugs  in  the  same  year  was 
no  less  than  50/.  Items  of  expenditure  on  behalf  of  Sir  Henry 
Sidney’s  children  will  be  referred  to  later. 

The  Accounts  of  the  Local  Receivers  (  pp.  251-53)  relate  chiefly 
to  the  necessary  expenditure  on  the  estates  and  contain  little 
of  interest.  In  1575  upwards  of  300/.  was  spent  on  repairs  at 
Penshurst. 

The  Accounts  of  other  Officers  (pp.  253-60)  relate  often  to 
items  of  personal  expenditure  and  are  of  greater  interest.  The 
first  is  an  Account  by  John  Bagott,  who  was  probably  Receiver, 
for  1553  to  1559.  In  1552  appears  the  cost  of  the  patent  for 
Penshurst,  41/.,  and  next  year  the  funeral  of  Sir  William  Sidney, 
on  which  200/.  was  spent.  Two  entries  in  1553  and  1556  are 
for  money  for  the  voyage  into  “  the  newefoundland  ”  ;  there  was 
no  Newfoundland  voyage  at  this  time,  and  the  reference  is  pro¬ 
bably  to  the  expedition  to  Muscovy  to  which  it  is  known  that 
Sir  Henry  Sidney  was  a  contributor.  The  Accounts  by  John 
Passewater  (whose  brass  in  Penshurst  Church  commemorates  his 
long  service  to  Sir  Henry  Sidney)  and  of  Thomas  Marshall  as 
stewards  of  the  household  call  for  no  comment.  The  only  item 
of  interest  is  the  record  of  Sir  Henry  Sidney’s  movements  from 
1569  to  1572.  In  December  of  the  first-named  year  he  was 
staying  at  Leicester  House  in  the  Strand,  where  he  must  have 
been  one  of  the  first  of  the  Earl’s  guests.  The  next  Accounts 
are  by  Hercules  Rainsford  (for  1571-74)  and  by  John  Lcke  (for 
1578-79).  It  is  not  clear  in  what  capacity  they  were  rendered  ; 
but  since  some  oi  the  items  appear  also  in  the  Receivers’ 
Accounts  it  is  probable  that  Rainsford  and  Leke  were  subor¬ 
dinates.  Special  reference  may  be  made  to  the  purchases  for 
Sidney’s  chamber  at  the  Court,  and  to  the  list  of  gifts  in  1578  ; 
the  New  Year’s  gift  to  the  Queen  was  a  jewel  which  cost  140/(2k 

There  are  two  accounts  for  works  at  Penshurst.  The  first  in

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1560-62  is  chiefly  for  work  done  in  the  grounds.  The  second, 
dated  1573,  is  oi  interest  for  its  description  of  the  wainscotting 
and  carved  woodwork  in  the  Hall.  The  joiner  was  one  Evan 
Lucas,  who,  according  to  a  report  made  by  John  Passewater, 
had  overcharged  for  the  work*1). 

The  Stable  Accounts*2)  of  Christopher  Wren  (possibly  a  great 
uncle  of  Sir  Christopher*3))  are  of  service  for  particulars  as  to 
Sir  Henry  Sidney’s  movements  between  1571  and  1577. 

hrom  a  large  number  of  miscellaneous  bills  and  accounts  a 
few  items  of  interest  have  been  extracted.  The  most  noteworthy 
is  the  account  of  the  coach  which  was  brought  from  Germany 
for  the  use  of  Lady  Mary  Sidney  in  1576  ;  the  cost  was  42 L, 
but  alterations,  which  had  to  be  made  in  London,  added  another 
81. 

References  to  expenditure  on  behalf  of  Sir  Henry  Sidney’s 
children  occur  frequently  throughout  the  Receivers’  Accounts. 
But  there  are  other  documents  which  relate  specially  to  them*4). 
Two  daughters,  Mary  and  Margaret,  died  in  infancy  ;  the  brass 
for  their  grave  was  made  in  1563<5>.  The  other  two  daughters, 
Ambrosia  and  Mary,  had  gowns  of  purple  and  white  purled 
mockadore  with  petticoats  of  frisadore*6).  Ambrosia  died  after  a 
long  illness,  in  which  she  was  attended  by  the  notorious  Dr. 
Julio  Borghiruccio,  in  1574.  Mary,  for  whom  a  lute  was 
bought  in  1572*7>,  was  married  to  the  Earl  of  Pembroke  in  1577, 
when  571.  was  spent  on  apparel  and  furniture  for  her  and  her 
husband,  and  two  pair  of  silk  hose  were  bought  for  her  at  the 
price  of  6/J8)  The  daughters  were  in  the  charge  of  Robert 
Mantle  and  his  wife,  as  also  were  their  brothers  during  their 
infancy. 

Robert  Sidney  is  first  mentioned  in  1572,  when  he  was  nine 
years  old  and  was  provided  with  crimson  satin  hose  and  purple 
canvas  slopes.  Next  year  he  had  a  bow  and  arrows  and  a  paper 
book  to  write  in  Latin  at  school.  Whilst  still  a  boy  he  went  to 
Oxford  in  1575  under  the  charge  of  Robert  Dorset,  afterwards 
dean  of  Chester.  He  was  accompanied  by  Griffin  Whitfield 
and  Rowland  White,  the  latter  of  whom  was  for  many  years 
after  his  confidential  servant  and  friend*9).  His  supper  used  to 
cost  him  8 d.  and  his  commons  and  battels  for  the  first  quarter 
amounted  to  4 1.  lls.  lOrf.  He  read  Tully’s  Offices  and  Sleidan 
“  De  quattuor  imperiis.”  His  writing  master  was  called

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Dowe  and  Richard  Lant  taught  him  singing.  He  had  an  abun¬ 
dance  of  fine  clothes  ;  his  brother  Philip  gave  him  a  velvet  hat 
with  a  gold  band  and  white  and  blue  feathers  as  a  Christmas 
present  in  1576  ;  when  Robert  went  next  year  to  his  sister’s 
wedding  33/.  was  spent  on  black  and  carnation  velvet  and  white 
and  carnation  satin  for  his  suitable  dress  on  the  occasion,  an 
item  of  expenditure  of  which  his  father  did  not  apparently  well 
approve.  Robert  Sidney  left  Oxford  in  1579  and  the  carriage 
of  15  cwt.  of  his  books  and  stuff  to  London  cost  35s. 

There  is  a  small  collection  of  papers  which  relate  specially  to 
Sir  Philip  Sidney* *1).  But  most  of  such  papers  have  already  been 
printed  or  described  elsewhere.  Of  those  now  added  the 
only  ones  that  call  for  mention  are  a  kindly  letter  on  behalf  of 
his  sister’s  old  governess  Mrs.  Mantle,  and  the  articles  of  agree¬ 
ment  on  his  marriage  to  Frances  Walsingham.  There  is  more 
that  is  of  interest  to  be  found  in  the  references  scattered  through 
the  other  Accounts.  The  earliest  reference  to  Philip  is  as  “  my 
young  master  ”  in  1556*2).  In  1560  he  was  in  the  care  of  Mrs. 
Mantle,  when  18/.  6s.  3d.  was  paid  on  his  account*3).  Purchases 
for  him  of  various  kinds  appear  between  1567  and  1572  ;  a  hat 
and  cap,  a  Spanish  bedstead,  gold  chains  and  gold  buttons,  a 
rapier  and  a  dagger*1).  His  diet  for  a  year  when  with  Dr.  Thomas 
Cooper  was  34/.  13s.  4 d.,  and  his  own  annuity  or  stipend  at  this 
time  was  80 Z.*5>  His  entertainment  in  France  in  1572  cost  100/.. 
and  whilst  he  was  beyond  sea  Acerbo  Vetturelli  advanced  161/. 
for  his  use*6).  In  April  1578  he  entertained  divers  gentlemen  and 
neighbours  of  the  county  at  Penshurst*7).  His  stipend  had  now 
been  increased  to  210/.  Some  further  references  to  Sir  Philip 
of  a  similar  character  occur  in  the  later  Irish  Accounts*8). 

The  Accounts  are  followed  by  Inventories  (pp.  273-98).  The 
earliest  is  of  Sir  William  Sidney’s  plate,  which  was  valued  at 
800/.  in  1544.  An  inventory  of  linen  in  1548  has  a  certain  in¬ 
terest  as  taken  by  Henry  Sidney.  An  Inventory  of  part  of  Sir 
Henry  Sidney’s  own  goods  in  1575  described  inter  alia  his  apparel 
beginning  with  a  night-gown  of  silk  grogram  laid  with  black  lace 
and  furred  with  black  coney,  and  his  plate,  which  includes 
“  an  instrument  for  an  Astronimy  which  Mr.  Philip  gave  to  your 
Lordship.”  But  none  of  these  earlier  inventories  can  vie  with 
the  great  Inventory  of  Household  Furniture,  &c.,  at  Kenilworth, 
which  was  made  for  the  Earl  of  Leicester  in  1583.  From  this 
source  Sir  Walter  Scott  drew  some  material  for  his  description  in 
Kenilworth  of  the  splendours  of  Leicester’s  furniture.  Hence 
come  the  superb  chandelier  formed  like  a  spread-eagle,  the

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gorgeously  magnificent  salts,  one  ship  fashion  framed  of  mother- 
of-pearl  and  another  in  form  of  a  swan  in  full  sail,  and  the  silver 
figure  of  St.  George  in  which  the  horse’s  tail  was  managed  to 
hold  a  case  of  knives,  with  a  case  for  oyster  knives  in  the  breast 
of  the  dragon11'.  The  plate,  however,  forms  but  a  small  part  of 
the  Inventory  with  its  long  lists  of  hangings,  rich  beds,  chairs, 
cushions,  stools  and  carpets.  The  Inventory  is  one  of  the  most 
full  and  varied  that  has  survived,  and  on  account  of  its  excep¬ 
tional  character  all  the  most  important  parts  are  given  at  length. 
To  have  printed  the  whole  would  have  occupied  too  much  space 
and  many  items  such  as  bedding  and  linen  are  of  trivial  interest. 

Two  heads  which  call  for  special  notice  are  the  list  of  pictures*1 2) 
a,'d  the  inventory  of  ordnance  and  munitions*3 *).  Of  individual 
items  attention  may  be  directed  to  the  chess  board  of  ebony 
with  chequers  of  crystal  and  other  stones,  which  may  probably 
be  identified  with  “  the  fine  chess  board  with  men  of  crystal  and 
ivory  ”  bequeathed  by  Frances,  Duchess  of  Somerset  (daughter 
of  Leicester’s  stepson  the  Earl  of  Essex)  to  Sir  Orlando  Bridgman 
in  1674*4).  Rich  though  this  Inventory  is,  it  should  be  compared 
with  the  hardly  less  noteworthy  inventory  of  the  contents  of 
Leicester  House  in  1588*5).  The  two,  together  with  the  less  im¬ 
portant  Wanstead  inventory,  give  an  extraordinary  picture  of 
the  wealth  and  luxury  of  a  great  Elizabethan  noble. 

The  Inventories  are  followed  by  Rentals  of  Henry  Brandon, 
Duke  of  Suffolk,  Sir  Henry  Sidney  and  Robert,  Earl  of  Leicester 
{pp.  298-302).  This  Section  concludes  with  a  list  of  the  most 
interesting  of  a  number  of  Miscellaneous  Books  and  Manuscripts 
{pp.  302-5).  Two  of  them  are  volumes  which  would  appear  to 
have  strayed  from  the  Public  Records:  one  a  list  of  Annuities 
and  Fees  payable  at  the  Exchequer  in  1571,  and  the  other  an 
account  by  Sir  William  Ivnolles  as  Controller  of  the  Household 
in  1595-90. 

The  Ninth  Section  contains  Accounts  of  the  Ironworks  at 
or  near  Robertsbridge  and  in  Glamorgan  {pp.  305-21).  There  is 
no  evidence  that  the  monks  of  Robertsbridge  had  worked  the 
ironstone  on  their  estate,  but  almost  as  soon  as  Sir  William 
Sidney  obtained  possession  mining  was  commenced,  John 
Horrocke,  the  vicar  of  Salhurst,  being  in  charge.  The  whole 
series  of  accounts,  wage-books,  forge-books,  and  furnace-books 
extends  from  1541  to  1573,  though  it  is  very  far  from  complete. 
Some  books  and  documents  have  no  doubt  been  lost.  One  such 
is  “  Westalles  Book  of  Pannyngrydge  Ao.  regni  regis  Henrici

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VIII.  xxxviij,”  which  was  formerly  in  the  possession  of  the 
Webster  family,  by  whom  the  Robertsbridge  Estate  was  pur¬ 
chased  in  the  eighteenth  century,  and  afterwards  in  the  Phillipps 
collection'1’.  Uptvards  of  50  books  (many  of  a  considerable 
size)  besides  rolls  and  other  documents  are  still  preserved  at 
Penshurst.  The  Calendar  here  given  can  afford  only  a  general 
idea  of  their  contents,  though  specimens  are  furnished  of  the 
most  interesting  items.  Miners  Avere  brought  from  France 
and  Germany  to  Sussex  to  give  instruction  in  improved  methods. 
The  hiring  of  “  Duchemen  ”  is  specifically  mentioned  in  1565, '2 3> 
and  some  of  the  miners  twenty  years  before,  like  John  Margo 
or  Margoyte,  Avere  Frenchmen.  In  the  accounts  for  1544  appears 
a  receipt  from  John  Margo  and  others  for  their  letters  patent'2’. 
There  is  record  elseAvhere  of  foreigners  obtaining  letters  of 
denization  with  a  view  to  their  employment  in  ironworks'4’. 
There  Avas  a  forge  at  Robertsbridge,  apparently  set  up  in  the 
Abbey  buildings.  In  1609  the  great  gatehouse  or  West  Gate 
is  said  to  haAre  been  used  in  part  as  a  dovehouse  and  in  part 
for  the  steel  makers,  whilst  the  East  Gate  AA'as  employed  as  a 
storehouse  for  iron'5 *’.  The  Pannyngrydge  Furnace  Avas  near 
Ashburnham  and  paid  tithes  to  the  vicar  of  Penshurst.  The 
account  of  Iromvorks  in  Glamorgan  for  1 564-68'®’  illus¬ 
trates  the  close  connexion  Avhich  existed  betAveen  the  ironmasters 
of  Sussex  and  South  Wales'7’.  At  a  later  time  Sir  Robert 
Sidney  Avas  through  his  Avife’s  property  interested  in  the  Welsh 
iromvorks'1’.  There  are  occasional  references  to  receipts  from 
the  sale  of  iron  in  the  accounts  of  Sir  Henry  Sidney’s  Receivers. 
Possibly  after  1573  the  iromvorks  were  farmed  out,  as  they  seem 
to  have  been  at  a  later  date.  The  Robertsbridge  Forge  was  still 
in  use  when  owned  by  the  Websters  betAveen  1734  and  1754'9’. 

The  Tenth  Section  is  composed  of  Papers  relating  to  the 
Council  of  Wales  {pp.  321-63).  Some  of  these  Avere  printed  by 
Collins  in  his  Sydney  Papers.  All  the  papers  printed  by  Collins 
Avere  bound  together  in  a  somewhat  disorderly  fashion  in  six 
volumes  Avhich  are  noAV  lettered  A  to  F'10>.  The  Welsh  papers 
are  partly  in  Volume  A.  and  partly  in  Volume  F.  Of  these 
papers  only  brief  summaries  are  here  given,  and  for  the  most 
part  they  are  not  equal  in  importance  or  interest  to  those

See  also  some  references 
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which  are  now  printed  for  the  first  time.  Foremost  amongst 
the  new  papers  come  the  two  sets  of  Instructions  for  the  Council 
of  Wales  drawn  up  in  1560  and  15700),  which  are  here  collated 
with  the  Instructions  of  1553  (printed  by  Haynes  in  the  Burghlcy 
Papers)  and  those  of  1574  (printed  in  Clive’s  History  of  Ludlow). 
Amongst  the  Miscellaneous  Documents  now  given  there  are  two 
preparatory  to  the  Instructions  of  1574*1 2>.'  The  Instructions 
are  followed  by  Draft  Orders  for  the  Court  in  the  Marches  of 
Wales*3).  These  Orders,  which  are  unfortunately  imperfect, 
lay  down  the  rules  and  procedure  to  be  observed  by  counsel  and 
attorneys  in  the  Court.  Amongst  the  Miscellaneous  Documents 
the  two  most  important  are  the" opinions  of  Sir  James  Dyer  and 
three  other  judges  on  the  Liberties  of  the  County  Palatine  of 
Chester  given  in  1569*4>,  and  of  the  Attorney-General  as  to  the 
Council’s  Jurisdiction  in  the  County  of  Worcester  given  in  1574*5). 
Some  other  documents  relate  to  a  dispute  between  John  Throk- 
morton,  Justice  ol  Chester,  and  William  Glaseor,  who  was  a 
member  of  the  Council  and  deputy  chamberlain  of  the  Exchequer 
in  the  County  of  Chester.  Glaseor  has  left  a  highly  entertaining 
account  of  his  interview  with  Throkmorton  in  the  form  of  a 
letter  addressed  to  the  Earl  of  Leicester*6)  who  was  his  official 
superior  as  chamberlain.  The  dispute  had  arisen  in  part  out  of 
a  bill  for  breach  of  the  peace  exhibited  against  James  Leighe  of 
Rosterne,  Cheshire,  before  the  Chief  Justice.  Two  further 
documents,  the  relationship  of  which  to  these  papers  was 
overlooked  when  the  Calendar  was  prepared,  may  be  sum¬ 
marised  here.  William  Allen,  also  of  Rosterne,  in  1569 
presented  an  information  against  Leighe  as  a  person  of  evil 
fame,  who  on  suspicion  of  divers  robberies  and  burglaries  had 
been  arrested,  but  for  lack  of  full  proof  could  not  be  convicted. 
Since  when,  having  no  means  of  living  but  unlawful  games, 
he  had  committed  sundry  misdemeanours,  and  had  openlv 
pronounced  that  if  he  had  been  found  guilty  “  althoughe  he 
hadd  his  legges  fast,  yeat  having  his  handes  lewse  hadd  pro¬ 
vided  gtones  in  his  sloppes  or  briches  .  .  .  and  purposed 
to  have  throne  the  same  at  the  Justice.”  Furthermore  in 
September  1568  he  had  assaulted  Allen  and  done  him  bodily 
hurt.  Therefore  Allen  prayed  that  he  should  be  brought  up 
for  examination  and  bound  over  to  good  behaviour.  On  this 
Leighe  made  a  petition  to  the  Earl  of  Leicester  as  chamberlain 
of  the  County  Palatine  of  Chester,  representing  that  the  infor¬ 
mation  laid  by  Allen  was  an  infringement  of  the  privileges  of 
the  Palatinate.  We  thus  get  an  explanation  of  the  real  matter

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in  dispute  between  Glaseor  and  Throkmorton,  viz.,  the  respective 
jurisdictions  of  the  County  Palatine  and  the  Council  in  the 
Marches. 

The  Miscellaneous  Documents  are  followed  by  Accounts  of 
the  Household  in  Wales,  which  with  a  gap  between  1562  and  1567 
cover  the  period  from  Sidney’s  appointment  to  be  President  of 
the  Council  in  1559  down  to  1584(1>.  The  first  account  for 
1559  to  1562,  which  was  kept  by  John  Passewater,  is  purely  a 
declaration  of  Sidney’s  own  expenditure  over  and  above  the 
Queen’s  allowance.  The  later  accounts,  most  of  which  were 
rendered  by  Thomas  Seckford  or  Sackford  and  Thomas  Hanckle 
as  Stewards,  are  somewhat  fuller.  They  include  money  received 
from  various  sources  on  behalf  of  the  Council,  whilst  the  account 
for  expenditure  covers  not  only  the  household  expenses  of  the 
President  and  Council  but  also  items  personal  to  Sidney  himself 
and  his  wife  and  children.  It  will  be  observed  that  the  Accounts 
relate  in  part  to  the  periods  when  Sidney  as  Lord  Deputy  of 
Ireland  was  necessarily  absent  from  Wales.  As  a  consequence 
they  include  a  few  items  relating  to  Irish  affairs.  There  are 
occasional  references  to  repairs  at  Ludlow  Castle. 

The  Eleventh  Section  contains  Irish  Accounts  (pp.  364-440) 
rendered  during  Sir  Henry  Sidney’s  terms  of  office  as  Vice 
Treasurer  and  as  Lord  Deputy.  Sidney’s  other  Irish  papers, 
only  a  part  of  which  were  printed  by  Collins,  are  too  lengthy 
for  inclusion  here  and  will  be  dealt  with  in  the  next  volume. 

The  first  Account  is  rendered  by  Sir  Henry  Sidney  as  Vice 
Treasurer  for  the  period  from  April  1556  to  October  1558.  This 
is  followed  by  the  Account  of  Robert  Holdiche  as  Sidney’s 
deputy  and  also  as  steward  of  his  household  ;  it  begins  at  the 
same  date  but  extends  to  Michaelmas,  1559.  Three  minor 
accounts  relating  to  the  same  period  follow.  Then  comes  the 
state  of  Sidney’s  reckoning  on  13  October,  1558.  These 
accounts  were  all  personal  to  Sir  H.  Sidney  in  his  office.  The 
next  is  simply  the  Duplicament  of  the  Account  rendered 
officially  by  Sidney  in  1559,  of  which  the  original  was  in  the 
1  ublic  Record  Office  at  Dublin.  There  are  a.  series  of  Stable 
and  Household  Accounts  for  the  same  period. 

Sir  Henry  Sidney  returned  to  Ireland  as  Lord  Deputy  in  1565 
and  held  office  till  1571.  The  first  Account,  however,  includes 
payments  going  back  to  1560,  and  ends  in  1567.  A  Particular 
of  John  Thomas  (one  of  Sidney’s  servants)  gives  the  receipt  of 
money  by  him  in  England  and  the  sums  paid  therefrom  under 
warrant.  Two  long  Accounts  for  1566-68  and  1568-71,  rendered 
bv  various  officers,  give  particulars  of  the  expenditure  of  the 
Lord  Deputy’s  official  household  and  also  on  his  private  affairs. 
At  the  end  come  three  accounts  ;  the  first,  which  is  Sidney’s 
own  reckoning,  shows  that  on  his  leaving  Ireland  the  sum

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of  369 1.  was  due  to  him  on  his  diet  and  entertainment ;  the 
two  others  give  particulars  as  to  debts  owed  to  him  in  Ireland. 

For  the  second  term  of  office  from  1575  to  1578  there  are  three 
rolls  of  accounts  by  the  Treasurer  and  Controller  and  other 
Ministers  of  the  Household,  together  with  one  or  two  smaller 
accounts. 

Though  with  the  exception  of  the  Duplicament  of  1559  none 
seem  to  be  strictly  official  accounts,  all  the  more  important  ones 
are  concerned  mainly  with  public  affairs.  Though  much  of  the 
information  contained  in  them  is  not  entirely  new,  the  details 
as  to  the  service  of  captains,  both  English  and  Irish,  the  expend¬ 
iture  on  forts,  the  cost  of  victualling  the  army,  the  Cess  for  the 
Lord  Deputy’s  household,  and  the  general  expenses  of  adminis¬ 
tration  will  all  furnish  material  of  value.  The  accounts  also 
throw  light  on  the  financial  difficulties  which  Sidney  had  to  meet 
in  his  government  of  Ireland  and  the  strain  which  it  imposed 
on  his  own  resources.  Apart  from  finance  the  accounts  are 
valuable  for  the  information  which  they  contain  as  to  the  Lord 
Deputy’s  movements,  both  in  definite  accounts  like  those  of 
Paul  Grene  for  his  stable  expenses,  or  of  Thomas  Cheney  for  the 
household*1),  and  also  in  occasional  references  throughout 
the  principal  accounts. 

The  Accounts  are  not,  however,  confined  solely  to  public 
affairs.  Many  items  of  private  expenditure  appear,  and  personal 
payments  such  as  losses  in  play  and  expenditure  on  behalf  of 
Sidney’s  wdfe  and  children,  of  a  similar  character  to  those  in  the 
accounts  of  his  English  Receivers,  frequently  appear.  In  1566 
we  have  an  item  of  35.  4 d.  lost  “  by  Mr.  Philip  at  the  Tenys,” 
and  in  1569  there  is  reference  to  Mr.  Philip’s  charges  in  riding 
to  Oxford  ;  in  the  accounts  for  1574-76  appear  various  payments 
made  for  Philip  Sidney  when  abroad  ;  after  his  foreign  tour  he 
spent  some  time  with  his  father  in  Ireland,  and  references  to 
expenditure  for  him  and  his  men  occur  ;  his  horses  were  called 
Pyede  Pepperde  and  Grey  Synnott*2).  The  fact  that  the  Accounts 
include  some  part  of  Sir  Henry  Sidney’s  private  income  explains 
the  appearance  amongst  them  of  receipts  from  his  English 
offices  and  estates*3)  ;  as  also  of  some  items  of  expenditure  in 
Wales*4 *).  Some  of  the  latter  relate  to  the  raising  of  soldiers  in 
Wales  for  service  in  Ireland.  Similarly  we  get  reference  to  the 
service  of  Irish  companies  on  the  Scottish  March  in  1566-67.*  ’) 
Sidney  exercised  the  same  supervision  over  these  accounts  as 
over  those  of  his  private  Receivers,  and  notes  similar  to  those 
above  mentioned  often  appear  ;  Rainsford’s  account  for  1577-78 
was  “  Vyued  and  alloued  the  sixt  of  Apryll,  1579,  att  my  house

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of  Penshurst  by  me  H.  Sydney.” (1)  There  are  many  individual 
items,  which  are  of  interest  in  one  way  or  another,  to  be  found. 
Such  are  the  accounts  of  payments  for  repairs  at  Dublin  Castle, 
for  the  repair  of  the  steeple  at  Christchurch  Cathedral,  and  for 
the  restoration  of  Strongbow’s  tomb(2).  In  September  1575  a 
payment  of  251.  was  made  to  Captain  Drake,  who  carried 
Sidney  to  Ireland  in  his  bark  The  Frigacie^K  Drake  is  of  course 
only  one  amongst  many  for  whose  careers  these  accounts  will 
furnish  small  details.

A  brief  description  of  the  muniments  was  given  in  the  Third 
Report  of  the  Royal  Commission,  Appendix  pp.  227-33.  But 
since  at  that  time  they  were  for  the  most  part  unarranged  it  was 
not  possible  to  give  any  precise  account  or  to  furnish  references 
by  which  any  particular  document  may  be  found.  The  whole 
collection  has  now  been  sorted  into  classes  :  Accounts,  Corres¬ 
pondence,  Deeds  and  so  forth.  In  each  class  the  arrangement 
is  usually  alphabetical,  which  though  not  entirely  satisfactory 
enables  documents  relating  to  persons  or  places  to  be  easily 
found.  In  the  case  of  the  last  class  of  “  Miscellaneous  Papers 
and  Volumes  ”  the  Papers  and  Volumes  were  listed  separately, 
and  the  alphabetical  order  was  based  on  catch-words  in  the 
title,  which  in  a  revised  list  it  is  not  possible  always  to  reproduce  ; 
this  will  account  for  the  apparently  haphazard  arrangement 
of  this  part  of  the  List.  The  muniments  naturally  include  a 
large  number  of  documents,  which  though  properly  listed  for 
purpose  of  identification  and  reference,  are  not  of  sufficient 
importance  to  be  mentioned  here.  Such  classes  as  Accounts, 
Correspondence,  Court  Rolls,  Deeds,  are  given  in  full.  But  of 
others  like  Awards,  Bonds,  Recoveries,  no  detail  has  seemed 
necessary.  In  others,  again,  as  Papers  relating  to  Parliament 
and  Wills,  a  selection  only  of  the  documents  called  for  notice. 
The  whole  collection  with  the  exception  of  certain  series  of  Deeds 
has  been  numbered  consecutively  throughout.  In  the  Calendar 
the  reference  numbers  have  been  entered  in  brackets  at  the  end 
of  each  item.  In  the  case  of  the  Sydney,  Robertsbridge  and 
Tattershall  Deeds,  the  numbers  refer  to  these  series  and  not  to 
the  numbers  of  the  List. 

Only  the  Deeds  and  those  documents  which  are  of  earlier 
date  than  1587  are  dealt  with  in  this  volume  of  the  Calendar. 
But  it  has  seemed  useful  to  give  at  once  as  complete  a  list  as 
possible  of  the  whole  Collection.  There  are  many  items  for  which 
the  descriptions  here  given  will  be  adequate.  Those  which 
require  more  detailed  treatment  w'ill  be  dealt  with  in  subsequent 
volumes  of  the  Calendar.

contain  the  papers  of  Robert,  2nd  Earl  of  Leicester,  and  of  his 
sons,  Philip,  Viscount  Lisle,  and  Algernon  Sidney.  Volume 
XVII.  is  made  up  of  papers  relating  to  the  lawsuit  between  the 
Berkeleys  and  the  Lords  Lisle  1415-1606.  These  volumes  will  be 
described  more  fully  in  the  Introduction  to  the  next  volume 
of  the  Calendar.

abbot  of  Rumsey’s  wood.  The  abbess  demises  to  the  prior 
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fourteen  and  a  half  acres  of  the  meadow  called  Inmede  in 
Tymberbury,  which  lies  between  the  great  bank  of  Terste  and 
the  prior’s  land  called  “la  Rewe  ”  in  exchange  for  a  meadow 
containing  eight  acres  called  “  Cobbemers  ”  and  for  three  and 
a  half  acres  of  meadow  in  the  prior’s  meadow  called  “  Hullemed.” 
The  prior  demises  to  the  abbess  in  exchange  all  the  meadow 
called  “  Cobbemers  ” *  (2) 3  in  Tymberbury  as  ditched  on  all  sides, 
and  likewise  three  and  a  half  acres  of  meadow  in  “  Hullemede  ” 
adjoining  the  Abbey’s  meadow  from  the  water  of  Terste  (3>  to 
the  prior’s  meadow  “  la  Rewe,”  the  prior  to  have  the  pasturage 
from  reaping-time  to  the  feast  of  the  Purification.

This  and  the  subsequent  Fine  of  1  Oct.,  1194,  have  no  indent 
at  the  side  and  “  Cyrographvm  ”  only  at  the  top:  they  might 
therefore  be  presumed  to  be  “feet.”  It  is  possible,  however,  that 
the.  regular  practice  though  followed  at  Westminster  was  not  fully 
established  in  the  case  of  Eyres  and  that  these  Fines  were  in  two 
parts  only,  no  “  foot  ”  being  made.  The  Sussex  Feet  of  Fines 
for  6  Richard  1.  preserved  at  the  Public  Record  Office  are  all 
( unlike _  these  two )  marked  “  Sussex  ”  and  were  all  levied  at 
Westminster.  It  would  be  strange  if  twice  within  a  fortnight 
the  foot  ”  had  been  taken  away  by  one  of  the  parties.  See 
Sussex  Fines,  ( Sussex  Record  Soc.)  and  Feet  of  Fines.

In  the  form,  of  questions  addressed  to  the  Founder  with  his 
answers :  Whether  he  will  present  the  Master  himself,  or 
whether  it  shall  be  done  by  election  of  the  six  priests  ?  He 
will  present  during  his  lifetime.  Whether  any  beneficed  man 
with  cure  be  taken  in  ?  My  lord  will  not,  that  any  be  taken  in, 
but  he  will  that  the  Master  or  any  priest  may  receive  a  benefice 
with  cure  within  the  shire  of  Lincoln,  save  always  that  he  abide 
and  be  resident  in  the  College.  The  clerks  not  to  be  perpetual. 
The  parish  priest  to  be  ordained  by  the  Master  at  his  own  will, 
and  paid  out  of  the  common.  The  Master  and  priests  to  have 
for  their  disport  to  be  absent  one  week  in  every  quarter.  Other 
questions  are  as  to  services  and  attendance  thereat :  a  mass  of  St. 
Sebastian  is  specially  ordered.  In  what  manner  shall  be 
ordained  purveyance  of  meat  ?  &c. 

The  priests  to  choose  a  steward  weekly  or  monthly  ;  the 
Master  to  pay  4 d.  more  in  the  week  than  a  priest ;  a  priest 
4 d.  more  than  a  clerk ;  a  clerk  2d.  more  than  a  chorister. 
The  Master  to  have  a  chamber  or  lodgings  ;  each  priest  a 
chamber  to  himself ;  the  clerks,  every  two  of  them  a  chamber ; 
the  choristers  to  be  lodged  together. 

There  follows  a  scale  of  fees  and  salaries  :  The  Master, 
40  marks  ;  each  priest  12  marks  ;  each  clerk  8  marks  ;  each 
chorister  5  marks.  The  verger  and  organist  ( virgebaculus 
et  Orgon),  4 d.  a  day  or  61.  Is.  8 d.  per  annum  ;  Sacrist,  2 1.  per 
annum  ;  steward,  5  marks.  Master  of  choristers,  21.  Parish 
chaplain,  10  marks.  The  thirteen  poormen  each  Id.  a  day, 
with  6s.  8 d.  per  annum  for  necessaries.  The  total  estimated 
expense,  170/.  17s.  Id.

[c.  1460.] — Statutes  and  ordinances  for  the  College  and 
Almshouse  of  the  Holy  Trinity  at  Tatteshall,  made  by  William, 
bishop  of  Winchester,  Sir  John  Fortescu,  and  Sir  Thomas  Tyrell, 
as  executors  of  Ralph,  Lord  Cromwell. 

There  is  to  be  established  a  College  consisting  of  seven 
Chaplains,  of  whom  one  is  to  be  warden,  six  secular  clerks,  and 
six  choristers  in  the  parish  church  of  Tateshale,  to  pray  foi 
King  Henry  VI,  Ralph,  Lord  Cromwell,  and  Maud  Cromwell, 
late^lady  of  Tateshale,  and  all  the  faithful  departed  :  together 
with  an  almshouse  of  thirteen  poor  people  of  either  sex  :  in 
the  name  of  the  Holy  Trinity,  the  Virgin  Mary,  St.  Peter,  St. 
John  the  Baptist,  and  St.  John  the  evangelist. 

1.  The  College  is  to  be  known  as  the  Master  or  Warden  and 
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Chaplains  of  the  College  and  Almshouse  of  the  Holy  Trinity 
of  Tateshale,  with  power  to  plead  and  to  be  impleaded.  The 
first  Master  or  Warden  is  to  be  Master  William  More  “  sacre 
Theologie;”  chaplains,  Sir  William  Jay.  .  . 

2.  The  Master  is  to  keep  the  common  seal  in  a  chest  under 
three  keys,  one  to  be  kept  by  him,  one  by  the  precentor,  and 
the  third  by  the  abbot  of  Kyrkested. 

3.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Master  the  Chaplains 
are  to  elect  a  suitable  priest,  who  is  a  graduate,  who  is  to  be 
presented  for  confirmation  to  the  Bishop  of  Lincoln  (or  if  the 
See  is  vacant  to  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury),  and  inducted 
by  the  precentor  ;  he  is  to  swear  to  observe  the  statutes.  In 
the  case  of  a  vacancy  among  the  Chaplain  Fellows,  clerks, 
choristers,  or  almsmen,  the  Master  and  Chaplains  shall  elect 
a  successor,  within  twenty  days  if  possible,  or  at  the  latest 
within  forty  days.  Failing  an  election  the  Bishop  of  Lincoln 
(or  Archbishop  of  Canterbury)  shall  appoint. 

4.  The  chaplains  and  clerks  are  to  be  of  honest  conversation 
and  good  repute,  “  neque  venatores  clamosi,  aleatores,  taber- 
narum  frequentatores  distensiosi,  noctivagi,  aut  aliis  gravibus 
eriminibus  irretiti  ”  ;  offenders  may,  after  three  warnings, 
be  expelled  by  the  Master  and  a  majority  of  the  fellows. 

5.  The  Master  and  Chaplains  may  each  retain  one  ecclesias¬ 
tical  benefice. 

6.  The  Master  is  to  reside  at  Tatteshall  except  for  one  month 
in  the  year  ;  a  chaplain  or  clerk  may  be  absent  similarly, 
subject  to  the  leave  of  the  Master  and  a  majority  of  the  Fellows, 
provided  that  there  always  be  at  least  four  chaplains  and  three 
clerks  at  Tatteshall. 

t  7-  Matins,  mass,  vespers  and  compline  to  be  celebrated 
“  cu™  nota  ”  in  the  Church  daily  ;  the  Master  to  be  present 
at  High  Mass,  unless  prevented  by  sickness  or  other  reasonable 
cause. 


8.  Prime  and  the  hours  (3rd,  6th  and  9th)  to  be  said  “  sine 
nota  ”  by  some  Fellows  or  Clerks  in  the  choir,  or  in  a  chapel  ; 
two  priests  and  two  secular  clerks  to  be  always  present. 


9  The  Master  to  be  present,  on  Sundays,  and  all  greater 
and  double  feasts,  at  Matins,  Mass  and  Vespers.  Any  fellow 
absent  from  Matins  after  the  beginning  of  the  hymn,  or  from 
High  Mass  after  the  beginning  of  the  Kyrie,  or  at  Vespers  after 
the  Psalm,  to  be  fined  one  penny.

»ndbnt?PP  16d i  t0  \he  Tpair  and  Purchase  of  books,  vestments 
and  other  ecclesiastical  ornaments  ;  the  other  half  to  be  divided 
amongst  the  Master,  Fellows,  and  Clerks. 

10.  The  choristers  are  to  rise  on  week-days  at  the  fifth  hour 
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before  noon,  and  to  say  Matins  and  the  hours  of  the  Virgin 
before  going  to  the  grammar  school  ;  on  Sundays  and  feast 
days  they  are  to  say  Matins  after  the  sixth  hour. 

11.  The  first  bell  for  Matins  is  to  be  rung  daily  at  6  o’clock, 
the  second  bell  half  an  hour  later,  and  the  last  at  7  o’clock. 
After  matins  there  shall  be  in  the  Chapel  of  the  Virgin  solemn 
mass  “  cum  cantu  organico  et  organis,”  and  at  the  high  altar 
mass  “  Justus  es  Domine,  absque  nota.” 

12.  Litany  to  be  sung,  Tuesday,  Thursday  and  Saturday, 
for  the  peace  of  the  King  and  kingdom,  except  on  certain  feasts. 

13.  The  first  bell  to  ring  for  vespers  at  three  o’clock  in  the 
afternoon  ;  the  second  bell  at  half-past,  when  the  choristers 
are  to  say  Vespers  and  Compline,  “  De  beata  Virgine  ”  ;  the 
last  bell  at  four  o’clock,  when  vespers  for  the  day  are  to  begin. 
There  was  a  special  order  for  St.  Sebastian’s  Day. 

14.  Masses  to  be  said  daily  by  the  Fellows  in  order  at  six 
and  ten  o’clock.  Divine  service  to  be  according  to  the  use  of 
Sarum,  except  as  otherwise  expressed. 

15.  The  Master  to  celebrate  mass  at  royal  and  the  founder’s 
obits,  on  the  principal,  greater  and  double  feasts  :  in  case  of 
need  he  may  appoint  a  deputy. 

16.  Exequies  to  be  held  for  Ralph,  lord  Cromwell,  all  bene¬ 
factors  and  the  faithful  departed,  on  the  last  day  of  every 
month,  and  mass  on  the  first  days,  with  an  exception  for  March 
in  case  of  Easter. 

17.  Anniversaries  to  be  kept  on  the  Feast  of  St.  Gregory, 
for  Ralph  Cromwell,  his  executors,  John  Derby  “  legum  doctor,” 
and  John  Langholm  “  juris  peritus,”  and  on  the  day  ( unspecified ) 
for  Philip  Morgan,  bishop  of  Ely  ;  and  on  the  day  (i unspecified ) 
for  Sir  William  Porter. 

18.  The  poor  of  the  Almshouse  to  be  present  at  matins, 
mass  and  vespers  daily. 

19.  The  Precentor  to  be  chosen  by  the  Master  and  Fellows 
every  year  on  30th  Sept.,  he  is  to  make  the  weekly  orders  for 
service  by  priests  and  clerks  ;  to  be  receiver  of  the  profits  of 
the  Church,  to  provide  therefrom  a  parochial  chaplain  (remove¬ 
able  by  the  Master  with  the  consent  of  the  Precentor)  ;  he  is 
to  pay  for  the  barber  for  the  Master,  Fellows,  Clerks,  Choristers, 
and  poor-men  ;  and  for  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  Church  ; 
also  tithes,  procurations,  and  all  other  ordinary  or  extraordinary 
incidents;  and  to  account  to  the  auditor  every  year. 

20.  The  Precentor  is  to  have  charge  of  books,  vessels,  vest¬ 
ments,  jewels,  copes  and  other  ornaments  of  the  Church, 
appointing  for  his  assistance  one  of  the  six  Clerks  ;  a  sealed 
Inventory  to  be  made  and  produced  by  the  Master  and  Precentor 
every  year  within  8  days  ot  Michaelmas. 

21  The  Master  or  Fellows  to  choose  every  year  on  30th 
Sept,  one  of  the  Fellows  or  Clerks  to  be  Steward  of  the  house-

hold  ( senescallus  hospitii),  who  shall  buy  or  cause  to  be  bought 
victuals,  utensils  and  fuel  for  the  College,  and  keep  a  weekly 
account  of  the  expenses  and  commons  of  the  Master,  Fellows, 
Clerks,  Choristers  and  other  ministers  of  the  College  ;  under 
the  Master  he  shall  have  control  of  the  Buttery,  the  cooks  and 
other  ministers. 

22.  The  Master  shall  hire  a  clerk  or  priest  to  teach  grammar 
to  the  choristers  and  to  all  sons  of  tenants  of  the  lordship  of 
Tatteshall  and  of  the  College  without  charge,  receiving  commons 
(if  a  priest  Is.  6d.,  if  a  secular  clerk  Is.  2d.),  clothing,  and  four 
marks  from  the  revenues  of  the  College  as  his  stipend  each  year. 

23.  The  Master  and  Precentor  are  to  hire  four  chaplains  or 
clerks,  or  two  chaplains  and  two  clerks,  skilled  in  song  and 
reading,  to  assist  the  other  chaplains  and  clerks  in  divine 
service  ;  each  of  whom  is  to  have  commons  in  the  College, 
clothing  and  stipend  of  ten  marks  a  year,  if  the  revenues  of 
the  College  permit.  The  master  is  to  receive  into  the  College 
four  poor  boys,  teachable  in  song  and  reading,  to  help  the 
choristers,  each  of  whom  is  to  have  commons  and  clothing  and 
all  else  that  the  choristers  do,  if  the  revenues  of  the  College 
permit. 


24.  The  Master,  Chaplains  and  Clerks  are  to  have  meals 
together  :  the  Master  and  chaplains  at  one  table  above,  the 
clerks  below  ;  unless  through  the  presence  of  guests  or  some 
other  good  cause  the  Master  order  otherwise  ;  all  are  to  behave 
decently  and  honestly  at  table,  “  fabulas  et  inania  non  trac- 
tantes  ”  ;  one  of  the  choristers  is  to  read  daily  at  dinner  a 
chapter  of  the  Bible,  or  more  or  less  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Master  (or  in  his  absence  of  the  Precentor). 

25.  Fellows  and  clerks  present  in  the  town  are  not  to  spend 
the  night  outside  the  College  without  the  leave  of  the  Master  ; 
the  College  gates  are  to  be  closed  from  Easter  to  Michaelmas 
at  9  o’clock  and  in  winter  at  8  o’clock,  and  not  to  be  opened 
after  these  hours  except  by  leave  of  the  Master  or  Precentor. 

20.  The  Master  is  to  occupy  the  principal  chamber  with  the 
one  adjoining  thereto;  each  Chaplain  Fellow  is  to  have  a 
chamber  ;  two  clerks  to  share  a  chamber  ;  the  Choristers  to 
have  one  room  ( domus )  together,  near  the  Master’s,  each  to 
have  their  own  beds  or  two  in  turn  at  the  discretion  of  the  Master 
of  the  College  and  the  Master  of  the  Choristers. 


2t.  The  Master,  Chaplain  Fellows,  and  Clerks,  or  their 
officers  and  servants  are  strictly  prohibited  from  selling,  plede- 
mg,  or  m  any  way  alienating  the  goods,  books,  vestments, 
&,C;  f  the  Any  one  guilty  of  such  an  offence  to  be 

utteiiy  expelled  from  the  College.  Every  Master,  Fellow  or 
Clerk  to  be  sworn  at  admission  to  observe  faithfully  the  statutes 
and  especially  this  statute  against  alienation  in  form  as  follows  : 

28.  Oath  to  be  taken  by  the  Master  : 

Oath  to  be  taken  by  Fellows  and  Clerks. 
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29.  The  Master  shall  receive  for  stipend  20 /.  yearly  ;  from 
which  is  to  be  deducted  Is.  6 d.  as  commons  for  each  week, 
whether  present  or  absent,  total  £3  18s.  0d.,  and  for  clothing 
16s.  8 d.  yearly  ;  the  balance  to  be  expended  at  his  pleasure. 
Each  Chaplain  to  have  10/.  yearly,  deducting  weekly  commons 
of  Is.  6d.  and  13s.  4 d.  for  clothing.  Each  clerk  to  have  10  marks 
yearly,  deducting  weekly  commons  of  Is.  2 d.,  and  10s.  for 
clothing.  Eadh  chorister  to  have  10c/.  weekly  commons,  and 
6s.  8 d.  for  clothing,  with  a  yearly  exhibition  for  necessaries 
of  16s.  8 d.  One  butler,  and  one  valletus  serving  the  Master, 
to  have  each  40s.  yearly  as  commons,  and  26s.  8 d.  as  stipend. 
Stipend  and  table  of  two  serving  boys,  each  51.  3s.  4 d.  The 
cloaks  and  liveries  of  Master,  Fellows,  Clerks  and  Choristers  to 
reach  the  ankles,  and  to  be  of  decent  clerkly  habit,  of  one 
colour  and  shape.  The  thirteen  poormen  of  the  Almshouse  are 
to  have  one  penny  a  day,  with  the  customary  fuel  and  livery 
paid  quarterly. 

30.  The  Precentor  and  Steward  of  the  household  to  receive 
each  an  additional  payment  of  40s.  yearly.  The  chaplain  or 
clerk,  who  teaches  the  choristers  to  sing,  an  additional  pay¬ 
ment  of  26s.  8 d.  yearly.  The  chaplain  or  clerk,  who  plays 
the  organ,  26s.  8 d.  The  clerk,  who  keeps  the  Sacristy  under 
the  Precentor,  26s.  8 d. 

31.  Money  accruing  from  commons  through  the  absence 
of  the  Master,  Fellows  or  Clerks,  or  through  death  or  a  vacancy 
is  to  be  applied  by  the  Steward  of  the  Household  to  the  expenses 
of  Stewards  of  Courts,  Receiver,  Auditor,  lawyers  and  servants 
of  the  College. 

32.  After  our  death  the  Master  and  Fellows  are  to  elect  a 
Receiver-General,  a  competent  Auditor,  one  or  two  stewards 
of  Courts,  and  one  or  two  Counsel,  being  lawyers  and  laymen, 
not  fellows  of  the  same  college  nor  in  any  way  bound  with  them 
to  divine  service  :  who  may  be  paid  the  following  annual  fees ; 
the  Receiver-General,  £5,  the  Auditor  £2,  each  Steward  of  Courts 
£1,  each  Counsel  £l,  the  Receiver’s  Clerk,  65.  8 d.,  the  Auditor’s 
Clerk,  65.  8 d.,  with  reasonable  expenses.  The  Auditor  is  to 
have  power  to  allot  to  the  Receiver,  Bailiffs,  and  ministers  of 
the  College,  for  the  repair  of  manors,  tenements  and  dykes, 
to  each  of  them  £20  in  the  year,  if  the  Master  and  Fellows  think 
it  expedient.  Any  balance  shewn  on  the  Receiver’s  accounts 
shall  be  applied  at  the  discretion  of  the  Master  and  a  majority 
of  the  Fellows  to  the  use  of  the  College  and  in  defence  of  its 
rights. 

33.  Any  doubt  or  obscurity  in  the  statutes  to  be  determined 
by  the  bishop  of  Lincoln. 

34.  The  statutes  are  to  be  read  and  recited  once  every  quarter 
of  the  year,  in  the  presence  of  the  Master,  Fellows  and  Clerks.

5.  The  Master  permitted  to  receive  and  retain  any  ecclesias¬ 
tical  benefices  below  the  dignity  of  a  bishop  ;  he  shall  not  be 
bound  to  residence,  if  detained  by  a  just  impediment  as  in  the 
service  of  the  King,  the  Queen,  the  diocesan,  a  prince,  or  other 
powerful  person,  where  he  may  better  serve  the  College  or 
protect  its  rights,  or  if  for  some  other  good  cause  he  be  absent 
in  another  benefice,  or  be  studying  in  a  University,  provided 
the  College  be  in  no  way  hurt.  He  shall  return  to  the  College, 
when  required  by  the  h  ellows,  for  any  great  and  urgent  necessitv, 
unless  prevented  by  just  and  reasonable  impediment.  The 
Chaplain  Fellows  may  hold  one  benefice.

Cromwell,  lor  the  somme  ol  M.lxvjZL  li.,  xiijs.  iiijd.,  for  payment 
wherof  were  bounden  the  most  reverend  fader  in  God,  George, 
Archebisshop  of  York,  William,  Bisshop  of  Ely  and  other,  in 
xvj  several  1  obligacions  statutes  of  the  staple  :  iche  obligation 
eonteignyng  the  somme  lxvj.  li.  xiiis.  iiiid.,  of  which  the  first 
obligacion  was  paid  by  the  hands  of  Thomas  Colt,  C.marc,  - 
and  never  more  in  redy  money,  for  which  the  seid  executours 
sued  longe  and  many  day  to  the  seid  late  Erie  for  payment  of 
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the  residue  of  the  seid  somme,  shewying  unto  hym  the  perill 
that  was  to  kepe  a  dede  mannys  goode,  by  which  th’  execucion 
of  his  wille  was  letted.  And  the  worldly  disworship  to  his 
executours  for  that  they  put  theym  not  in  devoire  to  pursue 
therfore,  seing  that  they  hadde  sufficient  suerte.  So  that  longe 
and  many  day  after  grete  pursute  the  seid  Erie  assigned  to  the 
seid  executours  certeyn  of  his  wodes  at  Burne  in  Lincolnshire 
to  the  value  of  ccccxx11  marc.,  of  which  the  seid  executours 
never  toke  but  lytell  profite  for  that  they  have  been  letted 
by  dyvers  meanys  as  well  by  th’officers  there  as  otherwyse. 
How  be  it  the  profite  that  the  seid  executours  have  taken  therof 
shall  be  truely  ansuered  unto  when  the  seson  shall  require  ;

And  the 
hoole  somme  as  well  of  the  duete  as  of  the  forfaitures  amounteth 
to  the  somme  of  MCCXXZi. 

It  is  also  full  gretly  to  be  considred  in  conscience  that  there 
hath  been  taken  of  thissues  and  profites  of  the  seid  maner  by 
the  seid  late  Erie  and  other  by  the  space  of  xiij  yere  the  somme 
of  DCCXXviij  li,  the  seid  maner  in  yerely  value,  by  estimation— 
LvjZZ  and  more,  as  it  was  so  worth  to  the  seid  late  lorde  in  his 
life  :  so  that  thissues  and  profits  of  the  said  maner  so  taken 
by  the  seyd  xiij  yere  exceden  the  money  that  is  payd  therfore 
by  the  somme  of — CCC  iiijxx  j  li  vj  s.  viij  d.

charged  with  £19  15^.  5d.  for  this  purpose.  Vacancies  in  the 
poor  to  be  filled  by  her  executors,  and  afterwards  by  her  heirs 
and  successors  at  Candlesby,  on  the  advice  of  the  parson  of 
Tateshale.

Ralph 
de  Cromwell,  son  of  her  son  Ralph,  is  to  affirm  her  will  and  help 
its  execution  ;  he  is  to  have  a  gallon  “  pote  ”  of  silver,  and  a 
silver  pot  with  covercle.  The  manor  of  Candlesby  is  bequeathed 
to  her  executors  for  the  performance  of  her  will,  Avith  remainder 
to  Ralph  and  his  heirs,  and  in  default  to  her  son  William  and 
his  heirs,  and  then  to  her  right  heirs.  If  any  of  her  heirs  hinder 
her  executors,  Candlesby  is  to  be  sold  for  the  performance  of 
her  Avill  in  some  other  manner.  If  her  will  as  before  expressed 
cannot  be  performed,  the  feoffees  are  to  lease  the  manor  in 
such  a  AAray  as  to  provide  for  the  tAveWe  poor  ;  they  are  also  to 
provide  for  the  seven  chaplains.  The  Holy  Cross  Chapel  is  to 
be  provided  with  a  silver  image  of  St.  LaAvrence,  and  an  Agnus 
Dei  of  sil\rer-gilt  having  therein  a  part  of  the  holy-cross  and  other 
relics.  Sir  Thomas  Dymmok,  master  William  Waltham,  clerk, 
and  Thomas  Enderby,  feoffees  of  the  third  part  of  the  manor  of 
Wymondham,  Norfolk,  and  of  the  fourth  part  of  the  manor

The  earlier  part  is  the  same  as  that  printed  in  the  Visitation 
of  Buckinghamshire  (Harleian  Society,  lviii.,  p.  68)  ivith  a  few 
variants:  viz.,  1.  6  “  wiffe  of  Sir  Raphe  Stoner”  for  Robert 
Stowe  ;  1.  7  “  by  Sir  Raffe  Thomas  Stoner  of  whom  dissendith 
the  Stonards  ”  ;  1.  18  “  Phiraff  ”  for  “  Phvratte  ”  ;  1.  20, 

“  and  she  is  marved  ”  for  “  was  married  ”  ;  1.  25  “  Verbye  ” 
for  “  Eversby,”  and  “  Advent  ”  for  “  Arderne.” 

As  the  purpose  of  this  copy  is  to  shoiv  the  descent  of  the  Sidneys 
the  latter  portion  differs  : 

“  Ther  was  a  knight  in  Wilsheere,  which  was  called  Sir 
Steven  of  Popeham,  and  he  maried  the  daughter  of  Sir  Jhon 
Bowen,  knight,  and  had  by  her  thre  daughters,  Margery, 
Elizabethe,  and  Alice.  The  said  Margerye  was  maryed  to 
Thomas  Hampden  of  Hampden,  the  sonn  and  heire  of 
the  said  John  Hampden,  and  had  by  him  Jhon,  Edmund, 
Edward,  Francis,  Alexander,  and  Jlarry.  Ther  was  one 
William  Sidneye,  Esquier,  which  had  twoo  daughters  that 
were  his  heiers,  the  one  was  maryed  to  the  said  Jhon 
Hampden,  sonn  and  heir  to  the  said  Thomas  Hampden,  and 
the  other  Sir  William  Wodall,  knighte,  and  the'  said 
Jhon  Hampden  and  the  said  daughter  of  Sidnyes  had 
issues  Jhon,  William,  and  Antoney.  The  said  Jhon'  maryed 
Sir  Jhon  Savage  his  daughter,  nese  to  the  Archbishope  of  Yorke. 
And  the  said  Sir  Jhon  Savage  was  killed  at  the  seege  of  Bullin 
in  Picaidy.  Elizabethe,  the  sister  of  the  said  Margery,  was 
marryed  to  Jhon  Barentine,  of  whom  desendeth  the  Barentines. 
Alice  was  maried  to  Humfery  Foster,  of  whom  comethe  Sir 
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Gorge  Foster  livinge  to  this  daie.  Allso  the  said  Sir  Steven 
of  Popharn  maryed  another  gentilwoman,  by  the  which  he  had 
a  daughter  and  maried  her  to  Sir  Jhon  Wadham,  knight,  of 
whom  desendethe  the  Wadhams  to  this  daye.  Allso  the  said 
Sir  Jhon  Bowen,  knight,  had  issue  Sir  Humphrey  Bowen  and  a 
daughter  named  Beatrice,  which  was  the  firste  wife  of  the  said 
Sir  Steven  of  Popharn,  mother  to  the  said  Margery,  Elizabethe 
and  Alice.  Sir  Humfrey  Bowen  had  issue  Jhon  Bowen  esquier, 
which  Jhon  Bowen  had  issue  too  daughters  Ursulae  and  Mary, 
which  Ursulae  was  maried  to  Southwell,  of  Suffolke  and  never 
had  issue.  Mary  was  maried  to  Sir  Davie  Owen,  and  [he]  had 
by  her  a  son  ;  and  Mary  the  mother  of  the  child  is  dead,  so  that

A  counterpoynt  to  the  same 
bedd  of  greene  vellet,  embrothered  likewise  with  my  Lord’s 
Armes  in  the  garter,  supported  withe  the  white  lion  and  the 
greene.  The  beare  and  ragged  staffe  upon  the  crest,  lyned 
throughout  with  caffa,  with  buttons  and  loopes  of  greene  silke 
and  gould  at  the  neather  corners  thereof.  Three  bases  of  like 
vellett,  in  like  manner  embrothered  and  lined,  fringed  with  a 
narrowe  call  fringe  of  greene  silke  and  gould,  with  buttons  and

Five  curtaines  of  crimson 
taffata  fringed  with  golde  &c,  beinge  in  depthe  xvij en  breadethes 
of  the  silke  and  in  lengthe  ij  yardes  scantc.  A  quilte  of  crimson 
taffata  sarcenett,  lyned  withe  chequier  canvas  blacke  and  white, 
in  lengthe  iij  yardes  quarter  good  and  in  breadthe  ij  yardes  di.

A  Fielde  beddstede  of  wallnuttree,  the  ceeler,  tester  and 
vallaunce  of  blewe  clothe,  garnished  withe  a  cheyne  lace  of  golde 
and  silver  copper.  Three  curtaynes  of  the  same  clothe,  laid 
over  withe  like  lace,  beinge  iiij  bredethes  of  clothe  and  fringed, 
the  tester  and  vallaunce  lyned  withe  sarcenett.  A  counter- 
poynte  of  the  same  clothe,  in  lengthe  iij  yardes  iij  quarters 
and  in  bredethe  ij  yardes  di,  laide  downe  the  seames  with  like 
lace  to  the  bedde  and  fringed  accordingelye  and  lyned  withe 
jene  fustian,  withe  a  cupborde  clothe  suteable  made  of  the 
saide  counterpointe. 

A  Fielde  beddstede  of  wallnuttre,the  ceeler,  testor  and  val¬ 
launce  of  redde  clothe,  garnished  withe  a  flatte  lace  copper 
golde.  Three  curtaines  contayninge  iiij  bredethes  of  the  same 
clothe,  the  ceeler  and  vallaunce  lyned  withe  redde  sarcenett.  A 
counterpointe  of  the  same  clothe,  contayninge  in  lengthe  iij 
yardes  iij  quarters  nayle  and  in  breadethe  iij  yardes  scante,  laced 
and  fringed  as  the  bedde.  A  cuppborde  clothe  suteable  to  the 
same,  contayninge  in  lengthe  ij  yardes  scante,  in  breadethe 
iij  quarters. 

Sparvers.  A  Venice  beddestede,  withe  iiij  Armes  carved 
like  men  and  women,  varnished  and  guilded  verie  faire  withe 
a  Sparver  of  crymson  vellett  and  blacke  clothe  of  golde  paned, 
the  ceeler  and  tester  richelie  embrothered  with  my  Lord’s  Armes 
in  the  garter,  and  all  the  rest  sett  out  withe  bearcs  and  ragged 
staves  and  letters  of  the  clothe  of  golde  and  silver  embrothered; 
the  said  Sparver  conteyninge  iiij  panes,  whereof  the  ij  utter 
panes  are  in  depthe  iij  yardes  di.  quarter,  the  other  ij  shorter 
by  di.  a  yarde.  Five  curtaines  to  the  saide  Sparver  of  crimson 
taffata,  contayninge  eleaven  breadethes,  the  seames  laide  downe 
withe  a  bone  lace  of  silver  and  golde,  garnished  withe  longe 
buttons  and  loopes  of  golde  and  silver  accordingly e,  and  in 
depthe  iij  yardes  di.  A  counterpointe  of  crimson  satten, 
embrothered"  all  over  withe  twist  and  spangclles  ol  golde  and

A  sparver  beddestede  of  walnuttree  with  a  sparver  of  redde 
and  yellowe  eaffa.  Three  curtaines  of  redde  and  yellowe 
sarcenett  contayninge  xxij  panes  in  depthe  ij  yardes.  A 
counterpointe  of  the  same  eaffa,  quilted  and  lyned  with  fustian, 
contayninge  v  bredethes  of  the  stuffe  and  in  lengthe  iij  yardes 
iij  qters.  A  sparver  beddestede  of  wallnuttree,  withe  turned 
and  carved  pillers,  withe  a  sparver  of  blewe  and  orenge  tawney 
damaske,  the  vallaunce  and  curtaines  fringed  with  blewe  and 
orenge  tawney  silke.  The  curtaines  containinge  twelve 
bredethes  of  damaske  and  in  depthe  ij  yardes  di.  di.  qter.  A 
counterpointe  of  blewe  damaske,  beinge  fyve  bredethes  and 
in  lengthe  iij  yardes  and  a  quarter,  laced  and  fringed  withe 
tawney  and  blewe  silke  and  lyned  withe  jeyne.

A  counterpointe  to  the  same,  trimmed  as  the  other  with  greene 
and  yellowe  silke,  cont.  in  lengthe  iij  yardes  in  bread ethe  ij 
yardes  di.  A  slope  beddestede  covered  and  furnished  with 
broade  clothe  of  peache  coullor.  A  counterpointe  to  the  same 
in  lengthe  iij  yardes  and  in  breadethe  ij  yardes  di.  good  laced 
buttoned  and”  fringed  Ashe  coller  silke.  Two  olde  joyned 
beddestedes,  the  one  with  a  waynescott  tester.  Two  beddestede 
cases  of  redde  leather. 

Canapies.  A  canapy  beddestede  of  wallnuttree,  with  a 
canapie  of  greene  and  yellowe  channgeable  taffata  garnished 
with  lace  of  greene  silke  and  golde.  An  other  canapie  of  like 
taffata,  garnished  withe  lace  of  greene  silke  and  silver.  A 
cannapie  of  purple  lawne  braunched  withe  sundrye  collors 
lyned  with  crimson  tynsell  sarcenett  and  tasselled  with  silke 
and  golde.  A  canapie  bedestede  of  waynscott,  with  one 
canapie  of  greene  sarcenett,  buttoned,  tasselled  and  fringed 
with  greene  silke,  the  curtaines  contayninge  xiiijtn  panes,  and 
in  length  ij  yardes  di.  di.  quarter.  A  canapie  of  purple  sarcenett, 
withe^buttones,  tasselles  and  fringe  of  silke,  the  twayne  being 
of  xiiij  panes,  and  in  depth  ij  yardes  di.,  stayned  and  neer 
worne.

Blankets  of  Fustian.  [63  blankets ;  three  paire  more 
that  came  from  Leicester  House  Anno  lo80  ;  one  paiie  more 
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which  came  with  the  Riche  bedde,  5  breadethes  the  pece  and 

in  lengths  iiij  yardes.  . 

Blankets  of  woollen.  [16  plain  white  ;  besides  one  lost 

with  the  orenge  tawney  counterpointe.”] 

Pillowes.  [70  pillows ,  in  length  §  to  1  yard  ;  “  besides  nij 
more  at  Grafton  ”  ;  2  more,  “  that  came  with  the  Riche  bedde 

from  Leicester  House  in  June,  1582.”]  . 

Rugges  and  Spanishe  Blankettes.  [35  white  Spanish 
rugs  ;  15  red  rugs;  1  blue  rug;  2  green  rugs  ;  2  white  Irish 

Counterpointes.  [16  oj  Tapestry ;  1  of  IVatchet  Caffa, 

quilted  ;  7  of  Imagery e  Tapestry  ;  “  all  being  new  stufe  and 
lyned  with  canvas.”] 

‘  Vardures. — [18  counterpoints  of  vardures  ;  23  counter-points 
of  “  course  verdures.”] 

Materisses.  [16  of  canvas ;  8  “  course  materisses  of 

sowtriche,”  ;  “  a  materisse  which  came  with  the  Riche  bedde  ”  ; 
2  more  “  that  came  from  Leicester  house,  1580,”  “  besides  4 
more  at  Grafton.”] 

Shetes.  [33|  pairs  oj  fine  holland;  17  pairs  of  holland ; 
55  pairs  of  coarse  holland  ;  “  two  paire  of  fine  sheetes  of  Cam- 
bricke,  iij  breadethes,  in  lengthe  iij  elless  cant  marked  R.L. 
blacke,”  1 1 \  pairs  of  coarse  canvas;  10  pairs  of  fine  canvas  ; 
12  pairs  of  pallet  sheets  ;  29  pairs  of  other  sheets  ;  the  better  sheets 
were  marked  R.L.  with  a  number,  8  pairs  were  marked  R.D.. 
there  are  notes  as  to  sheets  lost.]

golde  and  silver,  being  hollowe  to  putt  thinges  in  and  lyned  with 
chaungeable  taffata.  A  little  square  sweete  bagge  of  greene 
taffata  buttoned.  Three  sweete  bagges  of  blewe  taffata. 
Twentye  sweete  bagges  of  sondrye  collours  sarcenettes.  Tenne 
smale  sweete  bagges  of  orenge  tawney  sarcenett  (1  wants). 

Nighte  Cappes.  A  nighte  eappe  of  hollande  clothe  wroughte 
withe  flowers  of  golde  and  silver  and  sondrye  eoullored  silke. 
Two  nighte  coiffes,  thone  wrought  withe  crimson  and  white 
silke,  the  other  with  white  and  greene  silke.  Two  nighte 
cappes  of  taffata,  quilted,  thone  carnacon  the  other  chaunge¬ 
able,  crosse  bounde  thone  withe  golde  the  other  withe  silver 
lace.  Three  double  nighte  cappes  of  hollande,  edged  and  wroughte 
about  the  brymmes  with  blacke  silke. 

Chaires,  Longe  Cushions,  Square  Stooles,  and  Lowe  Stooles 
of  clothe  of  gold  and  velvett. 

A  chaire  of  crimson  velvett,  the  seate  and  backe  partlie 
embrothered  withe  R.L.  in  clothe  of  golde,  and  the  beare 
and  ragged  staffe  in  clothe  of  silver,  garnished  withe 
lace  and  fringe  of  golde,  silver  and  crimson  silk,  the  frame 
covered  withe  velvett  bounde  about  the  edges  withe  golde  lace 
and  studded  with  gilte  nailes. 

A  square  stoole  and  a  foot  stoole  of  crimson  velvett,  fringed 
and  garnished,  suteable  to  the  same. 

A  longe  cusshion  of  crimson  velvett,  embrothered  withe  a 
ragged  staffe  in  a  wreathe  of  clothe  of  silver,  withe  my  lords 
posie  Droyt  et  Loyall  written  in  the  same,  and  the  letters  R.L. 
in  clothe  of  golde  beinge  garnished  withe  lace  fringe,  buttons 
and  tasselles  of  gold,  silver  and  crimson  silke,  and  lyned  with 
crimson  taffata,  beinge  in  lengthe  one  yarde  quarter. 

A  square  cusshion  of  like  velvett,  embrothered  withe  the 
ragged  staffe  in  clothe  of  silver,  and  the  letters  R.L.  in  clothe 
of  golde,  withe  buttons,  tasselles,  fringe,  and  lyninge  suteable 
to  the  longe  cusshion. 

A  chaire  of  wallnuttree,  carved  with  the  sinquefaile  and  the 
ragged  staffe,  covered  withe  crimson  velvett,  the  backe  richelie 
embrothered  withe  sinquefailes  of  clothe  of  silver  with  two 
beares  and  ragged  staves  standing  on  the  toppe,  the  seate  all 
lozenged-  withe  silver  twist  trymmed  with  fringe  of  crimson 
silke  and  silver,  the  backe  of  the  chaire  lyned  withe  crimson 
satten,  and  a  case  of  buckrame  to  the  same. 

A  square  stoole  and  a  footstoole,  suteable  to  the  same. 

A  longe  cusshion  of  crimson  velvett  embrothered  withe 
sinquefailes,  with  iiij  tasselles  of  crimson  silke  and  silver,  lyned 
with  crimson  satten  all  suteable  to  the  rest. 

Two  chaires  of  crimson  velvett,  embrothered  withe  blacke 
clothe  of  golde,  lyned  withe  purple  taffata  and  fringed  with 
redde  silke  and  golde. 

Two  chaires  of  black  velvett  embrothered  with  clothe  of 
golde,  lyned  one  the  backe  withe  purle  taffata, 
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A  chair  of  purle  velvett  embrothered  with  my  Lord’s  armes 
in  the  garter  and  letters  &c.,  fringed  with  purple  silke  and  silver, 
the  back  lyned  withe  purple  satten,  with  iiij  ragged  staves  and 
a  white  lyon  on  the  saidc  backe. 

A  chair  of  crimson  velvett  embrothered  withe  a  broad 
wreathe  of  golde,  lyned  one  the  backe  with  purple  taffata. 

A  chaire  of  crimson  velvett,  the  scate,  backe,  and  frame 
embrothered  all  over  withe  clothe  of  golde  and  silver,  the  beare 
and  ragged  staffe  embrothered  in  the  backe  in  clothe  of  golde 
and  silver,  fringed  and  garnished  withe  lace  and  fringe  of  golde 
and  silver. 

A  Fowldinge  Chaire  of  blacke  velvett,  embrothered  withe 
clothe  of  golde  fringed  with  black  silke  and  golde. 

Sixe  high  stooles  of  wallnuttree,  covered  withe  blacke  velvett 
quilted. 

Thre  suites  of  Chaires,  Cushions  and  square  stooles  of  blacke 
velvett,  embrothered  thone  withe  clothe  of  golde,  thother 
withe  russett  clothe  of  silver,  the  thirde  withe  crimson  clothe 
of  golde,  without  frames  and  not  made  up. 

A  chair,  longe  cusshion,  and  loe  stoole  of  blacke  clothe  ot 
golde,  the  frame  of  the  chaire  broken  in  the  cariage.  A  lowe 
square  stoole  covered  with  crimson  vellet.  Foure  chayres, 
two  highe  and  ij  lowe,  of  greene  vellett  embrothered  withe  greene 
satten,  suteable  to  the  greene  vellvett  bedde.  The  frames 
varnished  and  parcell  gilte  with  pomell  and  studdes  gylte.  A 
chaire  and  lowe  stoole  of  crimson  raised  vellet,  trimmed  withe 
lace  and  golde  fringe  suteable  to  the  bedd.  A  chair  of 
crimson  clothe  of  golde  tynsell,  lyned  in  the  backe  withe  purple 
taffata.  A  chaire  of  purple  clothe  of  silver  the  backe  lyned 
with  taffata  fringed  withe  purple  silke  and  golde.  A  square 
stoole  suteable  to  the  chair. 

A  chaire,  the  frame  wroughte  withe  bone,  the  back  and  seatc 
of  russett  clothe  of  silver,  embrothered,  fringed,  &c.,  the  backe 
and  seate  worne  and  not  serviceable.  Two  chairs  of  greene 
raised  vellet,  the  ground  tynsell  fringed  with  greene  silke  and 
golde  and  the  backe-sides  let  her,  the  frames  broken.  A  chaire 
of  plaine  clothe  of  silver,  fringed  with  silver,  the  backe  side 
purple  taffata,  the  seate  all  broken.  A  chaire  of  braunched 
clothe  of  silver,  the  back-side  leather,  and  fringed  with  silver, 
neere  worne.  A  square  stoole  suteable  to  the  chaire,  somethinge 
worne.  A  chaire  of  purple  clothe  of  golde,  the  backe  side  lether 
and  fringed  withe  silke  and  golde,  the  frame  broken.  A  chair 
of  blacke  vellet,  the  pommellcs,  studdes  and  jvmalles  [gimmals] 
gilte,  fringed  with  blacke  silke  and  golde,  the  backe  vellet  withe 
ij  cheekes  to  the  same.  Three  foote  stooles  of  purple  clothe  of 
silver  fringed  with  purple  silke  and  golde.  A  chaire  of  silver 
tissue,  fringed  with  white  silke  and  silver,  and  lyned  withe 
purple  taffata. 

A  chaire  of  crimson  vellett  embrothered  with  armes  beastes, 
&c.,  silver,  A  chaire  of  crimson  silver  tissue,  fringed  with 
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crimson  silke  and  silver,  lyned  withe  purple  taffata.  A  chaire 
of  crimson  satten,  embrothered  withe  a  white  beare  and  ragged 
staves  in  a  wreathe  of  silver,  the  backe  lyned  withe  crimson 
eaffa.  A  lowe  square  stoole  of  crimson  satten,  garnished  with 
bone  lace  of  golde,  and  fringed  as  the  chaire.  Two  foote  stooles 
of  crimson  vellett  fringed  withe  crimson  silke. 

A  chaire,  longe  cusshion,  and  loe  stolle,  embrothered  withe 
purple  clothe  of  tynsell,  fringed  and  tasselled  withe  blacke 
silke  and  silver.

A  longe  cusshion  of  nedleworke,  wroughte  withe  knottes  of 
sondrve  cohered  silkes,  fringed  withe  vellowe  and  tawney 
silke,  lyned  withe  yellowe  satten,  withe  iiijer  buttons  and 
tasselles  in  lengthe  iij  quarters  di.,  in  breadethe  di.  yarde.  A 
cushion  of  silke  nedleworke,  withe  letters  E.K.  in  golde  in 
the  middest,  fringed  and  tasselled  with  golde,  silver  and  silke 
of  sondrye  coullors,  lyned  withe  crimson  satten,  striped  with 
golde  and  silver,  contayninge  in  lengthe  iij  quarters  and  in 
bredethe  di.  yarde.  Two  square  cusshions  of  nedleworke 
crewell  lyned  withe  lether.  Two  covers  of  chests,  of  crimson 
raised  velvet,  &c. 

Chaires,  Cusshions  and  Stooles  of  Clothe.  A  chaire 
and  lowe  stoole  of  murrey  clothe,  garnished  withe  a  lace  copper 
golde  and  silke,  moothe  eaten.  A  chaire  and  lowe  stoole  of 
blewe  clothe,  garnished  withe  a  chaine  lace  [of]  golde  and  silver 
copper,  moothe  eaten.  A  chaire  and  a  square  stoole  of  redde 
clothe,  garnished  withe  a  copper  golde  lace.  A  chaire  and  a 
lowe  stoole  of  murrey  and  greene  clothe,  garnished  with  lace 
greene  silke  and  copper  golde,  moothe  eaten.  Twelve  square 
cusshions  of  blewe  clothe  lyned  withe  redde  lether  and  fringed 
withe  silke.  Twelve  square  cusshions  of  greene  clothe  lyned 
with  leather  and  fringed  withe  silke.  (Few  of  these  serviceable). 

Carpettes  of  Velvett.  A  carpett  of  crimson  velvett, 
richelye  embrothered  with  my  Lord’s  posie,  beares,  ragged 
staves,  &c.,  of  clothe  of  golde  and  silver,  garnished  uppon  the 
seames  and  aboute  withe  golde  lace,  fringed  accordinglye, 
lyned  with  crimson  taffata  sarcenett,  beinge  iij  bredethes  of 
velvet  and  one  yarde  iij  quarters  di.  longe.  A  carpett  for  a 
windowe,  of  crimson  velvett,  contayninge  in  bredethe  di. 
bredethe  of  velvett,  and  in  lengthe  iiij  yardes  di.,  garnished  over 
thone  side  and  at  bothe  the  ends  withe  lace  and  narrowe  fringe 
of  golde  silver  and  crimson  silke,  and  lyned  withe  redde  bridges 
satten.  A  carpett  of  nedleworke  of  sondrie  collored  crewell 
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and  si  Ikes,  the  grounde  sadde  greene,  withe  a  border  of  roses 
and  sondrie  posies  abowte  it.  The  grounde  of  the  borders 
orenge  tawney,  in  lengthe  vj  yardes  in  breadethe  one  yarde 
iij  quarters  geven  to  his  Lordship  by  Mr.  Griffen  of  Warwick, 
in  September,  1581.  A  silke  carpett  straunglye  wroughte  with 
naked  images,  garnished  in  sondrye  places  with  golde  and 
pearle,  lyned  with  greene  taffata  in  lengthe  ij  yardes  di.  quarter 
in  bredethe  one  yarde  quarter.

[1526.]  Instructions  geven  by  the  King’s  highness,  &e. 

A  Document  written  on  3|  folio  sheets  of  paper  in  a  very  worn 
and  wormed  condition ,  and  perhaps  incomplete.  The  earlier 
part  consists  of  an  abstract  of  the  Instructions  of  1526  which  are 
contained  in  full  in  Cotton  M.S.  Vitellius  C.I.  ff.  7-18  at  the 
British  Museum.  It  appears  to  have  been  drawn  up,  possibly 
in  1560,  for  Sir  Henry  Sydney,  who  based  thereon  his  Memor¬ 
andum  printed  in  Collins,  Sydney  Papers,  i.,  pp.  1-4.  The  first 
part  of  the  Abstract  is  printed  by  Collins  (p.  4,  5).  The  last  leaj 
of  this  document  contains  part  of  a  further  Memorandum,  printed 
below.

Howe  farre  the  same  extended  into  Englishe  counties  the  use 
and  contynuance  geveth  leste  knowledg  :  the  marchers  and 
the  borders  of  Scotlande  and  Englande,  and  the  Marches  of 
both  at  this  daye  eomonlv  use,  geveth  us  to  understande  the 
lymyttes  and  bandes  :  and  yt  is  to  be  tounde  ol  recorde  that 
offyces  have  been  taken  in  the  Englishe  counties  as  in  Salopp, 
Glocester,  Wigorn,  &e.,  in  Marchesia  Wallie.

the  hearinge  and  determynacion  of  causes  and  matters  by  theyr 
wisdomes  and  dyscrecions  appereth  by  the  severall  comyssions 
and  Instructions  geven  and  assigned  from  the  prince  from 
tyme  to  tyme.

p.  198  ;  Clive,  p.  322]. 

20.  Howe  to  determyne  Mattyeres.  The  Queens  Majesties 
pleasor  is,  that  her  Couusaill  forsayd  or  two  of  them  at  the  leaste, 
wherof  the  Lord  President  (or  such  as  shall  supplie  his  place) 
to  be  one  .  .  .  places  forsayd.

Lord  President  (or  such  as  shall  supplie  his  place)  and  Counsaill, 
or  to  two  of  them  at  the  leaste  .  .  .  discreacons.  [Haynes, 
p.  199  ;  Clive,  pp.  322-23]. 

28.  Against  takynge  of  excessive  fees.  And  further  the 
Quenes  Majesties  most  gracious  pleasor,  is  that  the  said 
President  (or  such  as  shall  supplie  his  place)  and  Counsaill, 
shall  have,  like  as  by  theis  presentes  her  hieghnes  geaveth 
them,  full  power  and  auctoryte  that  no  excessive  fees  .  .  . 
appointed  by  the  sayd  Lord  President  (or  such  as  shall  supplie 
his  place)  and  Counsaill  two  of  the  said  Counsaill  .  .  .  place 
whereas  the  sayd  Lord  President  (or  such  as  shall  supplie  his 
place)  shall  sytt,  wherein  shall  be  declared  .  .  .  thought 
convenient.

Item  the  Quenes  majestie  is 
pleased  and  contented  .  .  .  vj d.  per  diem  :  and  yf  the  sayd 
armurer  shall  not  diligentlye,  well  and  trulye,  do  all  such 
thinges  .  .  .  apperteigneth,  then  the  Quenes  majesties  pleasor

38.  The  xxli.  a  weeke  to  goo  onlye  to  the  howshould  and 
thofficers  waeges.  And  her  hieghnes  further  pleasor  is,  that 
the  said  xxli.  .  .  .  yerely  payed  out  of  the  same  [Clive,  p.  328]. 

39.  Steward  of  the  houshould.  Item  her  hieghnes  further 
pleasor  is,  that  the  sayd  Lord  President  (or  such  as  shall  supplie 
place)  shall  nominate  and  make  a  substanciall  and  discreat 
person  to  be  steward  or  clerk  of  the  Howshold  .  .  .  steward 
or  clerk  of  the  Howshould  shall  yerely  .  .  .  dischardged  of  the 
sayd  howshould  [Clive,  p.  328  ;  Haynes,  p.  201,  clause  xxvii], 

40.  The  stewarde  weekelve  taccompte.  And  for  the  suer 
and  better  .  .  .  subscribed  weekelye  with  the  handes  of  the 
sayd  Lord  President  (or  such  as  shall  supplye  his  place)  to 
thentent  uppon  vewe  of  the  sayd  booke  it  mavc  alwayes  appere 
the  juste  particuler  chardge  and  expences  of  the  sayd  Howshould.

41.  Power  geaven  to  the  Lord  Presydent  to  make  a  vyce- 
president.

And  the  Quenes 
majesties  further  pleasor  is,  and  by  theis  presentes  geaveth 
lull  power  and  auctorytye  unto  the  sayd  Lord  President,  with 
two  of  the  Counsaill  theare,  to  call  to  accompt  .  .  .  necessarye, 
the  Clerk  of  the  fynes  ...  or  that  in  tymes  paste  have  had  .  .  . 
truly  from  tyme  to  tyme  made,  but  also  yf  any  default  in  that 
behalf  shall  appeare  to  have  bene  comytted  in  tymes  past, 
shall  see  the  same  refourmed  by  any  good  meanes  or  wayes  that 
to  his  discreacon  shall  seme  beste.

Counsaill  in  the  Marches  of  Wales,  renued  27  Maii,  1570. — 
Sir  Henry  Sydney,  knight.  L.  President. 

[These  Instructions  are  compared  below  with  those  of  1560 
and  1574],  J 
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Preamble  :  dated  “  renewed  the  xxvijth  daie  of  May  in  the 
xijth  yeare  of  her  highenes  Raigne,  1570. 

1.  Follows  the  Instructions  of  1560  to  dexterity  in  the 
execution  of  justice:  then  “doth  now  by  these  presents  still 
continue  the  said  Sir  Henry  Sydnei’s  auctoritie  to  be  the 
President,  althoughe  presentlie  he  be  in  her  speciall  service 
in  her  Realme  of  Ireland.  And  therfore  doth  allow  to  him 
and  to  such  as  shall  hold  his  place  as  Vice-president  until  he 
shall  returne,  the  auctoritie  and  power,  etc.,  ending  as  in  1560. 

2.  The  names  of  the  Council  are  John,  bishop  of  Hereford, 
Edwin,  bishop  of  Worcester,  or  the  bishop  of  Worcester  that 
hereafter  shall  be,  Nicholas,  bishop  of  Bangor,  Richard,  bishop 
of  St.  Davids,  Thomas,  bishop  of  St.  Asaph,  or  the  bishop  of 
St.  Asaph  that  hereafter  shall  be,  Sir  James  Croft,  comptroller 
of  her  Majesty’s  Household  and  one  of  her  Privy  Council,  Sir 
Hugh  Cholmondeley,  “  whom  her  majesty  ordeinethe  to  be 
the  vice-president  of  the  same  Counsaill,”  Sir  John  Throk- 
marton,  Sir  Andrew  Corbett,  Sir  Richard  Newport,  Sir  Nicholas 
Arnold,  Richard  Onslowe,  her  majesty’s  attorney  of  the  Court 
of  Wards,  George  Bromley,  William  Gerrard,  John  Rastell, 
another  of  the  Justices  in  South  Wales,  Charles  Foxe,  John 
Scudamore  of  Holme,  Ellice  Price,  Edward  Leighton,  Richard 
Sebourne,  Richard  Pates,  Rauffe  Barton,  William  Leighton 
of  Plasshe,  Miles  Sandes,  George  Phetyplace  and  William 
Glaseor. 

The  Admonition  to  the  Council  (Art.  3  of  1560)  is  included 
in  this  Article  :  it  agrees  with  the  Instructions  of  1574  to  servants, 
but  ends  as  in  1560,  only  substituting  Vice-president  for  or  such 
as  shall  supplie  his  place. 

3.  (4  of  1560)  Agrees  with  1574  and  includes  the  clause  for 
William  Gerrard  [Clive,  p.  312]. 

4.  (5  of  1560)  Agrees  with  1560  to  fees  herafter  mentioned  : 
then  Charles  Foxe,  secretarie  thease  twentic  marks,  John  Price 
attorney  xxtie  marks,  and  the  said  Charles  Foxe  .  .  .  stipendes 
be  attendaunt  at  the  same  Counsaill,  then  as  in  1574  to  time  of

The  Councellors  at  the  barre  use  one  thinge,  not  used  above, 
and  that  is  to  bee  Couneell  of  the  contrarie  parte,  if  the  eliente 
refuse  hime  one  terme  ;  to  advoide  that  the  eliente  to  bee 
tvedd  to  the  Couneellor  whoe  maketlie  his  bill  if  yt  be  in  terme 
tyme,  if  in  vacacion  to  suehe  couneellor  as  he  reteignethe  the 
firste  terme  withoute  alteracon,  exeepte  by  thabsence  of  that 
couneellor  or  that  he  will  have  any  joigned  to  hym.  Alsoe 
there  passethe  betwene  theyme  at  the  barre  many  tymes 
suehe  quarellinge  woordes,  unsemelie  speeches,  rather  fitte  for 
seouldes  then  councellors — as  not  onlie  the  foolishe  standers  by 
take  hould  to  laughe  at  but  alsoe  the  wise  sorte  abasshe  to 
heare.  Order  woulde  bee  taken  that  everie  suehe  couneellor, 
whoe  shoulde  geve  to  thother  in  private  or  openlie  uncomely 
or  undecente  termes  to  be  forjudged  the  barre. 

The  often  aunsweringe,  replvinge,  rejoigninge,  and  sur- 
rejoigninge  of  the  councellors  at  the  barre  to  the  councellors 
determinacion  and  opynion  w[  .  .  .  ]  not  onelie  thauetoryte  of 
the  benche  in  the  hearinge  of  the  ignorante  but  alsoe  offerethe 
suehe  bouldnes  as  noe  other  couneellor  at  any  barre  will  presume 
to  attempte.  Thev  woulde  be  orderdd  after  they  have  onste 
autmvered  the  objection  and  cause  of  the  mynde  of  the  Councill 
to  proceade  to  order  when  the  Couneell  bathe  replied,  not  to 
presume  eftsones  to  speake  without  licence  fiist  obtaigned. 

They  manye  t.vmes,  when  order  follow* eth  not  theire  expec- 
tacon.  secrettlie  perswade  the  simple  clyente  to  coneea\  e 
thorder  was  taken  against  the  Lawe  by  the  Couneell  for  one 
respecte  or  other.  He  that  shoulde  be  trycedd  in  that  offence 
should  be  forjudged  the  barre.  For  that  perverse  perswacon 
breadethe  undeservedd  and  reprochefull  speeches  and  hatefull 
thoughtes  amonge  the  comen  people  towardes  the  Councelle. 

The  Atturnies  of  the  Courte  have  moe  wraics  by  evasion  to 
delude  the  Courte,  and  the  orders  of  the  same  then  is  possible 
to  be  remembredd  or  at  one  tyme  to  be  provided  for.  And, 
therefore,  contvnuallie  vt  is  necessary  that  care  bee  hadd  to 
meet  with  and'  prevent  the  same,  as  experience  in  tyme  shall 
rnanifeste  theyme.  Theire  abuses  consist  in  these  notes 
followinee  and  suehe  like 

First.  '  Theve  putte  theire  handes  appointed  to  councellors 
and  not  to  atturneies. 

Theye  subscribe  billes  drawen  by  theire  clerkes,  and  other 
clerkes  without  consideracon  that  the  billes  are  appointed  to  be 
drawn  by  theyme  sellfs  to  the  rnanifeste  breaelie  of  thorder. 

Theve' perswade  theire  clyentes  and  theyme  sellfs  to  observe 
tv  me  and  the  affecons  of  such  personnes  as  shall  sitte  when 
Rules  are  to  be  movedd  ;  and  kepe  theire  Rules  sometymes 
for  suehe  respectes  unmovedd  when  they  mvght  be  harde. 

Pens. — W. 
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When  order  is  taken  and  pronouncedd,  they  kepe  the  bookes 
soe  as  order  cannot  be  drawne  untill  they  have  by  some  meanes 
soughte  secrettlie  to  move  some  of  the  Councell  to  alter 
thorder. 

Theye  perswade  theire  cliente  to  avoide  imprisonement  and 
fyne  when  they  understand  the  process  by  witnes  to  be  abscente 
and  to  stand  to  the  proees,  or  to  agree,  and  thereby  many 
tymes  the  matter  is  forgotten  or  the  plaintiff  putte  to  fyne  for 
non  prosecuting. 

They  sometymes  drawe  orders  either  more  favorably  or 
straightlie  then  pronounced,  to  the  wronge  of  the  subjecte 
yf  the  same  be  not  found  owte  before  yt  be  signed,  and  then 
bring  thorder  soe  signed  to  one  or  other  together  at  other 
tymes  then  when  eomen  orders  be  presented  to  be  signed  ; 
and  by  suche  meanes  have  the  same  signedd  when  there  is 
noe  apperance  at  the  hearinge,  and  the  matter  by  order  dis- 
missedd  ;  if  the  partie  after  reteigne  any  of  theyme,  he  pressethe 
the  Councill  for  the  hearing  of  the  matter. 

When  any  be  called  for  to  aunswer  any  fyne,  althoughe 
he  have  noe  matter  in  Court  or  other  aunswer  but  his 
povertie  or  that  he  is  not  the  same  persone,  yett  will  an 
Atturney  be  reteigned  in  the  cause  and  presse  the  Councell 
with  mocons. 

Some  of  theyme  have  clerkes  not  of  the  best  order,  whoe, 
because  theye  live  at  theire  owne  chard  ge  and  not  at  theire 
maisters  fyndinge,  without  passe  of  theire  masters  [by]  threttes 
by  stealinge  of  bookes  and  in  disorderlie  sorte  presentinge  of 
unlawfull  billes  make  theire  gayne. 

They  sometymes  move  matters  not  being  reteigned.  They 
make  submissions  when  the  partie  hath  not  bene  iij  Courtes 
in  the  Lodge. 

The  orders  alredy  made  suffice  to  directe  theym  howe  to 
frame  billes  and  in  what  causes  they  maie  deale.

They  would  be  orderedd  that  if  theye  be  reteignedd  towardes 
any  that  hathe  disobeiedd  the  process  that,  if  th*  adversary 
Atturney  doe  not  ehardge  him  that  he  shoulde  open  the  con¬

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They  would  be  ordered  not  to  make  any  submission  afore 
the  three  cortes  be  passedd,  and  that  the  partie  bath  soe  longe 
remayned  in  the  Lodge.

Not  to  grante  owte  proces  in  the  nature  of  Replevin, 
which  is  wondredd  at,  and  to  stricte  the  Councellors  and  Attur¬ 
neys  to  thobservinge  of  thorders  appointedd  in  those  causes 
which  wee  receive  ;  then  shall  the  greteste  parte  of  our  tyme 
be  spente  in  consideringe  thestate  of  the  countrie.  in  the 
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hearinge  and  determyninge  of  erymynall  causes,  which  was  the 
cause  of  thestablishement,  and  then  with  lesse  paynes  and 
more  comendacons  shall  we  procede  to  order  the  causes  in 
question. 

There  he  iije  several  billes  allowedd  as  ordinary  which  doe 
greate  harm,  viz.  : — debtes  not  savinge  harmeles  and  execucons. 
That  debtes  harme,  lett  wagers  of  lawe  and  the  costes  there¬ 
upon  or  upon  non  sute  be  judge ;  these  proces  have  bene  suedd 
because  theye  be  ordenarily  granted,  prosecuted  by  some, 
exhibitedd  in  the  name  of  a  stranger  for  vexacon,  prosecuted 
by  some  as  causeles,  to  come  at  the*  money  of  the  subjecte  to 
spare  apperance. 

Execucons  be  ordenarilie  grantedd  and  soe  at  some  tymes 
an  execucion  of  vij.  yeres  contynuaunce  broughte  in  question. 
All  causes  acerewinge  after  the  latter  sessions  in  Wales  and 
before  the  firste  harme  not  but  profette,  altlioughe  ordenarylie 
granted  ;  but  all  causes  of  complaint  for  wante  of  execucon 
or  escape,  happeninge  betwene  the  twoe  sessions,  to  be  rejected 
and  referredd  to  the  justice  and  complaints  upon  recoveries 
liadd  afore  the  shreffes  or  in  base  courtes  or  townes  corporate 
to  be  hard  as  other  causes  by  thorder  are  to  be  harde,  viz.  : — 
if  complainte  be  made  before  or  at  the  terme  next  followinge 
cause  of  complaint.  The  allowinge  as  ordinary  of  billes  for 
not  saving  harmeles  causes  all  comen  bargaines  in  Wales  at 
this  daie  to  depend  upon  proces  by  witnesses  without  writinge, 
for  the  comen  subjecte  rather  desirethe  to  have  promisse  to  be 
savedd  harmeles  or  promisse  of  payment  then  bond  and 
assurance,  because  upon  them  theye  rnaye  be  harde  heare, 
and  not  upon  the  other.  And  therefore  there  woulde  be  better 
consideracon  hadd  to  the  circumstance  of  the  complaint  in 
suche  causes,  then  at  aventure  to  allowe  of  everie  suche  bill. 
The  clerkes  that  make  billes  would  be  tyedd  under  the  payne 
of  displacement  frome  makinge  of  any  billes  excepte  the  partie 
complaining]  be  presente  or  that  he  that  prosecuteth  declare 
he  will  depose  the  partie  is  so  aged  and  sicklie  as  not  able  to 
travel]  or  an  ynphaunt  within  age.  And  the  clerk  or  atturney 
would  be  orderedd  to  write  under  the  subscription  of  the  bill 
(  the  plaintiff  presente  ”  or  if  he  be  abscent  to  wryte  upon 
the  same  “  abscente  ”  and  the  name  of  hym  that  will  depose) 
and  to  rejecte  all  billes  wantinge  suche  superscripcon. 

For  other  officeis  the  sollycytor  shoulde  not  prosecute  proces 
againste  anye  wytnesse,  but  the  partie  prosecutinge  should 
paye  the  chardge,  neyther  proces  upon  informacon  of  felonye 
but  at  the  costes  of  thenformer  ;  if  noe  matter  fall  owte  upon 
the  examinacons,  such  examinacons,  callinge  in  of  poore  men 
to  be  witnesses  and  to  testifie  theire  knowledges,  havinge  noe 
contribucon  to  theire  chardge,  breadethe  great  chardge  to  the 
subjecte.

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of  those  examined  and  ever  to  gette  the  firste  examined  firste 
repeted  and  not  as  pleasethe  him  to  further  or  protract  suche 
as  he  pleasethe. 

Thoffice  of  thexamyner  woulde  take  place  of  all  wytnes 
broughte  to  Courtc  to  take  fees.  But  experience  teachethe  that 
the  new  examyners  are  a  marvalouse  chardge  to  the  subjecte, 
and  that  kind  of  takinge  is  evill  spoken  of  above. 

The  clerk  of  the  fynes  liathe  usedd  to  discliardge  the  partie 
and  take  upon  hime  as  thoughe  the  fyne  were  discharged 
when  daie  is  geven  over  upon  consideracon  of  forberinge. 

He  payethe  to  whome  he  pleas  without  warrant  by 
thenstruccons. 

At  thend  of  everie  terme  the  book  of  Fynes  woulde  be  perused, 
and  he  upon  his  othe  made  to  accompt  upon  sight  of  the  book 
what  he  liadd  received,  what  paled,  and  what  rested  in  his 
hands.  And  by  the  Councell  to  be  orderedd  howe  and  to 
whome  payment  shoulde  be  made.  Noe  man  comitted  to  the 
Lodge  there  to  remayne  untill  he  have  paied  fyne  or  costes, 
not  to  be  dischargedd  by  the  porter  untill  the  clerk  of  the 
fynes  send  hime  a  billette  under  his  hand  of  the  receipt,  and 
that  to  remaine  with  the  porter  for  his  discliardge. 

The  porter  would  be  compelledd  to  kepe  all  personnes  what¬ 
soever  comittedd  to  warde  within  the  Castell  or  compas  of  the 
howse,  where  the  Councell  abidethe,  in  the  day  time  still  to  bee 
in  sighte  of  the  Councell  at  the  gate  and  upon  licence  to  suffer 
theyme  to  take  lodginge  at  night  in  the  towne.  There  shoulde 
never  be  paied  any  fee  to  the  porter  when  noe  person  is 
comittedd. 

Personnes  disobeyinge  proces  woulde  have  noe  gretter  ease 
then  suspectes  of  fellonye,  for  the  inprisonemt  is  not  estemed. 

The  pursivantes  woulde  be  utterlie  forbidden  to  exhibit 
anye  bill  presente  to  the  Councell  but  the  partie  hime  sellfe  or 
he  that  followeth  yt ;  and  noe  other  pursy vante  or  clerk  to 
exhibit  anye  bill.  That  tolleracon  encresaethe  the  heape  of 
billes. 

Fynallie  costes  woulde  ever  be  cessed  in  court  after  the 
havinge  regarde  to  the  longe  or  shorte  contynuaunee  ;  and 
never  lesse  allowaunce  then  xiijs.  iiijc/.  for  every  terme 
after  the  complaint  of  the  partie,  whether  yt  bee  dismission 
after  issue  sette  owte  or  dismission  after  the  hearinge  ;  the  like 
costes  for  the  complainant  when  thorder  passethe  with  hime.

An  Opinion  on  the  Liberties  of  the  County  Palatine 

of  Chester. 

1568[-69].  The  opinion  of  Sir  James  Dyer,  Chief  Justice 
of  the  Common  Pleas,  Richard  Weston,  and  Richard  Harper, 
two  other  justices  of  the  same,  and  Thomas  Carus,  one  of  the 
justices  ol  the  Queen  s  pleas,  dated  10th  Feb.,  1568,  concerning 
the  jurisdiction  and  liberties  of  the  County  Palatine  of  Chester, 
and  the  authority  of  the  Chamberlain  'and  his  office  there’, 
and  concerning  the  controversy  between  the  Lord  President 
and  Counsail  I  in  the  Marches,  and  the  Chamberlain’s  office, 
lately  grown  upon  Thomas  Radford’s  case. 

1 .  The  County  of  Chester,  wherein  the  City  of  Chester  by 
a  good  time  past  has  been  a  county  of  itself,  was  before  the 
reign  of  Henry  TIL  a  County  Palatine,  with  other  members 
thereunto  belonging ;  its  laws,  usages,  and  customs  are  to  be 
maintained. 

2.  It  appears  that  by  the  like  antiquity  there  has  been  in 
the  County  Palatine  one  principal  officer,  the  Chamberlain 
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of  Chester,  who  has  all  jurisdiction  belonging  to  the  office  of  a 
Chancellor  therein  :  and  also  a  Justice  of  the  Common  Pleas 
and  Pleas  of  the  Crown,  called  the  Justice  of  Chester. 

3.  All  pleas  of  lands  and  tenements  and  all  contracts, 
causes,  and  matters  rising  in  the  County  Palatine  are  pleadable 
and  ought  to  be  determined  within  the  county  :  any  pleaded 
and  judged  out  of  the  same  is  void. 

4.  By  the  liberties,  laws,  and  usages  of  the  county  no 
inhabitant  thereof  ought  to  be  called  by  any  writ  or  process  to 
answer  any  matter  out  of  the  county,  but  only  in  causes  of 
treason  or  error  :  the  Queen’s  writ  does  not  run,  nor  ought  to 
be  used  but  under  the  seal  of  the  County  Palatine  except 
writs  of  proclamation  by  the  Statute  of  1  Edward  VI. 

5.  It  appears  by  record  that  the  Court  of  Exchequer  of 
Chester  is  the  Chancery  Court  of  the  County  Palatine,  and  the 
Chamberlain  is  the  chief  officer  and  judge  of  that  court  :  and 
that  he  has  time  out  of  mind  been  a  Conservator  of  the  Peace  by 
virtue  of  his  office,  and  has  all  powers,  authority,  pre-eminence, 
etc.,  within  the  county,  as  the  Duchy  of  Lancaster  has  used 
and  ought  to  have  within  the  County  Palatine  of  Lancaster, 
which  was  granted  by  Edward  III.  to  his  son  John  adeo  integre 
et  libere  sicut  Comes  Cestrie  infra  eandem  comitatum  Cestr. 
dinoscitur  obtinere. 

6.  The  Vice-Chamberlain  did  lawfully  commit  to  prison 
Thomas  Radford,  for  that  he  refused  to  be  put  in  security  to 
the  peace  within  the  said  Exchequer :  and  that  the  pro¬ 
ceedings  of  the  Council  of  the  Marches  touching  the  enlargement 
of  the  said  Radford  from  imprisonment,  and  their  further 
order  against  the  Vice-Chamberlain  was  without  sufficient 
authority  and  contrary  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Chamberlain, 
and  ancient  laws  and  iiberties  of  the  County. 

7.  The  Statute  of  35  Henry  VIII.,  called  the  Ordinances 
of  Wales,  whereby  the  authority  of  the  Lord  President  and 
Council  in  the  Principality  and  Marches  of  Wales  is  established, 
comprehendeth  not  the  county  of  Chester,  and  the  C  ity  of 
Chester  is  no  Principality  or  Marches.

William  Glaseor’s  Statement. 

1568[-69].  March  5.  “  On  Whithed,  the  messenger  of  the 

Counsell,  came  to  my  howse  after  dynner  aboutc  three 
of  the  cloeke,  and  saied  Mr.  Justice  desyered  me  to  come 
speake  with  hym.  I  went  fourthwith  and  found  Mr.  Justice, 
Mr.  Gerrard, '  and  Mr.  Smyth  in  Mr.  Gerrard’s  parlor, 
standinge  in  counsell  together,  the  companie  aboute  theime 
were  nere  hande  two  hundreth  peple.  Mr.  Justice  saied  : 
“  Mr.  Glaseor,  you  staie  the  sealinge  of  a  writte  for  a 
bond  of  good  habearinge,  which  the  prometorie  hath  made 
uppon  my  graunte  against  on  Pavor  uppon  good  cause. 

I  aunswerd  :  \t  is  verie  trewe  that  I  staied  yt  yesterdaie. 
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And  the  cause  is  the  prometorie  hath  written  a  venire  facias, 
which  lyeth  not  in  that  course.”  The  Justice  asked  the 
prometorie  being  present,  whether  the  wrytt  is  so.  Who 
aunswered  :  “  Yesterdaie  suche  a  venire  facias  was  made, 

which  was  stayed  by  Mr.  Giaseor.  But  nowe  this  daie  I  have 
made  a  Cap.”  “  Whie,”  saied  Mr.  Justice,  “  will  you,  Mr. 
Giaseor,  restraine  the  Justice  of  Chester  his  grauntinge  of  good 
habearinge  ?  ”  “  No  !  ”  saied  I,  “  yt  is  riglitfull  to  his  office  ; 

but  this  proces  ys  not  orderlie  donne,  and  I  may  not  abuse 
the  Quenes  Seale  with  sealinge  of  unorderlie  proces,  for  your 
predecessors  had  wont  to  make  a  note  in  writinge  under  the 
hand  of  the  same  graunte  unto  the  Exchequer,  where  yt  hath 
bine  ever  made,  and  so  the  recordes  do  manifest.  Neverthe- 
lesse  let  your  office  write  the  writte  orderlie,  and  I  will  seale 
yt.”  “  Whie,”  saied  the  Justice,  “  muste  I  do  nothinge  but 
make  warrauntes  unto  the  Exchequer ?  ”  I  aunswered  : 
“  Not  so,  for  all  judiciall  writtes  and  proces  of  pleas  before  you 
the  prometorie  doth  make,  but  this  is  in  nature  of  an  originall 
and  must  passe  into  thexchequer  by  warraunt,  as  the  com¬ 
mission  or  dedimus  potestatem  do  for  takinge  of  knowledge 
of  fynes  to  be  levied  before  you,  and  divers  other  which  have 
and  will  a  further,  and  the  partie  wolde  have  proces  to  take 
the  offender  oute  of  his  howse,  which  must  be  otherwise  devised.” 
“  Whie,  the  shrief  must  take  posse  comitatus  ?  ”  saied  the 
Justice ;  “  and  you  have  graunted  proces  for  on  that  hath 
complayned  unto  me  against  one  Leigh,  who  was  attainted 
before  me  and  acquited  ;  after  which  tyme  he  saide  to  his 
frendes  that  he  had  two  stones  in  his  hose,  and  though  his 
feete  were  fast  yet  his  hands  were  loose,  so  as  he  woulde  have 
cast  theime  at  the  fattest,  which,”  saied  the  Justice,  “  was 
lyke  to  have  bine  my  self,  for  I  am  the  chefest. ;  and  now  he  is 
in  prison,  and  you  seke  to  dischardge  him.”  I  saied,  “  I  knowe 
ol  no  such  matter,  nor  never  harde  thereof ;  but  a  bill  was 
exhibited  into  thexchequer  of  sewte  newlie  comenst  before 
the  counsell  betwene  two  of  this  Countie  Palatine,  which 
apperteyneth  to  the  Chamberlains  or  Justices  office,  and 
therefore  the  defendaunt  on  the  saide  suite  praied  proces  against 
the  plaintiff,  which  suid  before  the  Counsell  in  infringement 
of  the  liberties  of  the  Countie  Palatine,  which  ys  lately  so 
declared  by  the  judges.  But  what  the  suite  is  before'  the 
counsell,  I  saied,  I  know  not,  nor  hath  donne  anie  thinge 
for  dehverie  of  the  partie  from  his  ymprisonment,  other  then 
callmge  thother  partie  procurynge  against  hym  to  showe  the 
causes  and  matters  he  hath  so  prosecuted  againe  in  this  Corte 
of  Exchequer.”  “Whie,”  saied  the  Justice,  “may  not  I  as 
a  Justice  recorde  petitions  and  billes  of  complaintes  and  order 
theime  ?  ”  “No!”  saied  I,  “under  correction ;  for  you. 

Mi.  Justice,  sayde  yt  is  the  officer  to  heare  and  determyne  by 
accion  or  enquirie  after  the  corse  of  the  Common  Lawe,  and 
not  otherwise,  unlesse  you  were  in  the  Welshe  sheres,  where  the 
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statute  doth  authorishe  you  a  Chauncellor  in  thise  cases ' 
and  yet  this  cause  ys  not  before  you  as  Justice,  but  before  the 
Counsell,  and  the  partie  is  in  the  Counsaills  gard.”  “  Whie,” 
saied  the  Justice,  “  can  not  the  Counsaill  medic  hcare  ?  ” 
Id),  “  Thou  lyest,”  saiede  the  Justice.  “  Not  so  !  ”  quod  I, 
“  for  the  Judges  have  so  declared  ;  but  the  matter,  yt  hath 
bine  sene  and  not  amis,”  quod  I,  “  that  you  receyve  bills  of 
complaint  in  this  Countie  Palatine,  and  do,  as  your  predecessors 
Justices  here  have  donnc,  to  sytt  in  Thexchequer  and  here 
theime  there.”  “  Whie  the  Justices  of  Assise  in  England 
do  heare  matters  by  bill,  and  so  may  I,”  saied  the  Justice. 
I  aunswered  :  “  By  your  favour,  No  !  ”  “  Marie  !  thou  liest,” 

said  the  Justice,  “  thou  art  an  ignorant  fool.  Scientia  non 
habet  munitum ,  preter  ignorantiam .”  “  Mr.  Justice,”  saied  I, 

“  those  wordes  nede  not.  Yf  I  had  knowen  your  message 
had  bine  for  this  banquet,  I  wolde  not  have  come  to  you,  but 
the  Judges  have  sett  this  doune  as  I  saie.”  “  Marye  !  that  is 
untrue,”  saied  the  Justice.  “  Well,  Sir,”  saied  I,  “  yt  is  not 
for  us  thus  to  contend,  but  the  matter  will  be  ruled  well  y-noughe 
whatsoever  you  saye  ;  this  is  the  same  sett  cause  or  deter- 
minacion  ageinst  me.”  The  Justice  went  his  way,  and  so  I 
departed,  which  was  much  merveled  at  with  the  audience 
beinge  greate.”

I 
fynde  litle  truthe  but  shamelesse  impudeneye  over  muchc.” 
Where  he  seems  to  be  grieved  that  he  was  for  his  own  particular 
hardly  handled  at  my  handes,  and  touching  your  Lordship’s 
office  more  straitlv  than  heretofore,  I  assure  you  I  had  no 
dealing  with  him  in  any  matter  since  his  coming  down  that 
might  seem  to  touch  your  Lordship  s  office  or  him  pn\  atcly  , 
but  only  this,  the  whole  discourse  whereof  I  have  reported 
in  the  form  of  a  dialogue.  For  the  more  manifestation  of  his 
untruths,  I  have  delivered  to  the  bearer,  Mr.  Snagge,  the  copies 
of  my  dealings  and  his.  “  I  have  also  sent  upp  the  treuc  copie 
of  her  Majesties  Instructions  remanyinge  with  this  Counsell ; 
yf  yt  please  her  highnes  to  alter  and  to  exempt  the  Countie 
Palentine  of  Chester,  yt  may  lyke  your  Lordship  to  have  in 
remembrance  that  the  want  of  that  authoritie  may  be  supplied 
by  some  other  for  feare  of  further  inconveniences  then  are  yet 
seene.”  Upon  due  consideration  of  the  Instructions  “  you

Examination  of  James  Leighe. 

1569.  May  5.  Chester.  Janies  Leighe  of  Rosterne  examined 
before  the  Council  of  the  Marches  of  Wales.  A  bill  for  breach 
of  the  peace  had  been  exhibited  against  him  to  Justice  Throk- 
morton  by  one  Meyre.  When  served  with  the  bill  and  required 
to  answer  before  the  Council,  he  consulted  Richard  Venables, 
who  advised  that  it  was  no  matter  for  the  Council  and  that 
he  should  seek  to  Mr.  Glaseor  at  the  Exchequer.  Thereupon 
he  went  to  the  Exchequer,  and  missing  Mr.  Glaseor,  the  deputy 
Chamberlain,  spoke  with  Gannull,  one  of  his  clerks,  who  took 
the  bill  and  said  he  would  procure  him  a  discharge.  On  the 
morrow  he  came  to  the  clerk,  who  said  the  discharge  was  not 
ready  ;  shortly  after  he  was  sent  for  by  a  messenger  before 
Justice  Throkmorton,  and  was  committed  to  ward  to  the 
porter’s  lodge  until  he  should  find  sureties  for  the  peace,  where 
he  remained ;  and  “  saietlx  he  made  no  bill  nor  caused  or 
procured  anye  persons  to  putt  up  anye  bill  in  the  Exchequer  of 
Chester,  neither  paid  nor  caused  anye  other  to  paie  anye  money 
for  exhibiting  of  anye  bill,  or  procured  anye  thing  to  be  there 
done,  otherwise  than  as  is  aforesaid,  or  made  anye  complaint 
or  spake  with  the  deputie-chamberleyn  about  thatinatter.

Instructions  to  Thomas  Sherer. 

[1 5 1 0].  ‘“Certain  Instructions  given  to  Thomas  Sherer  by 
the  Vice-President  and  others  the  Queen’s  Majesty’s  Council 
in  the  Marches  of  Wales  to  impart  to  the  Lords  of  the  Queen’s 
Majesty’s  most  honourable  Privy  Council,  or  such  of  the  same 
as  he  shall  be  willed  to  attend  upon,  for  the  renewing  of  the 
instructions. 

First,  because  Richard  Smyth  appointed  solicitor  by  the 
former  instructions  is  dead,  and  that  Richard  Vaughan  is  by 
patent  appointed  solicitor,  to  have  him  remembered  in  the 
instructions  for  his  diet  for  himself  and  one  servant,  and 
nevertheless  not  meet  to  be  in  commission  as  one  of  this  council. 

Item.  John  Evans,  late  clerk  of  the  Council  named  in  the 
former  instructions  is  dead  v.  years  past,  he  that  supplieth 
that  place  is  to  be  remembered  for  the  diet  of  himself  and  one 
servant  as  since  he  hath  been  allowed,  although  not  named 
in  the  instructions. 

Item.  John  Price,  the  Attorney,  being  displaced  out  of 
the  commission  as  a  councillor,  hath  then  no  allowance  of  the 
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diet  by  the  instructions,  wherefore  his  diet  is  to  be  remem¬ 
bered.  And  if  their  honours  please  to  yield  Edward  Davies 
his  deputy  the  allowance  of  diet  as  their  late  letters  requested, 
the  same  is  to  be  remembered  for  himself  and  his  servant,  but 
not  thought  meet  to  be  of  this  council. 

Item.  Amyas,  the  Sergeant  at  Arms,  is  dead  and  one - 

Bodiley  is  by  her  highness  placed,  his  diet  is  also  to  be 
remembered. 

Item.  Thomas  Sherer  is  clerk  Examiner  by  patent  and  in 
the  same  hath  allowance  of  diet  for  himself  and  his  deputy, 
which  is  also  to  be  remembered. 

Item.  Whereas  her  majesty  hath  in  her  highness  late  letters 
addressed  to  the  Vice-President  and  Council  contained  certain 
notes,  and  instructions  and  willed  the  same,  duly  to  be  put  in 
execution,  to  understand  of  Mr.  Secretary  whether  he  shall 
think  convenient  that  the  same  or  any  of  them  be  added  to 
these  instructions.  And  as  his  honour  upon  your  declaration 
shall  yield  advise,  so  to  insert  them  in  such  place  as  shall  be 
meetest. 

Item.  To  declare  how  Humfrey  Coles  inhabiteth  in  Somerset¬ 
shire  not  near  this  Council,  of  whom  they  can  have  no 
assistance,  who  was  named  of  this  Council  when  Sir  Hugh 
Paulett.  was  named  Vice-President. 

Item.  To  declare  to  Mr.  Secretary  that  the  Council  in  the 
North  have  for  their  better  warrant  and  authority  to  hear  and 
determine  all  causes  between  party  and  party,  one  special 
commission  over  and  besides  their  commissions  of  Oyer  and 
Terminer,  and  instructions  that  it  would  please  his  honour 
to  procure  warrant  to  the  clerk  of  the  Crown,  when  the  com¬ 
missions  shall  presently  be  renewed,  to  make  us  the  like 
commission. “  Signed,  T.  Sherer.

And  upon  consideration  of  the  meetest  in 
our  opinions,  we  have  thought  of  Sir  John  Perott,  knight, 
commorant  within  the  countv  of  Penbrook  in  South  Wales, 
and  as  in  our  notes  containing  the  names  of  the  Commissioners 
we  have  certified  him.  So  we  humbly  beseech  your  honour  to 
procure  him  to  be  of  this  Council. 

There  is  also  one  James  Boyle,  esquire,  dwelling  in  the 
city  of  Hereford,  learned  in  the  laws,  who  hath  attended 
this  Council  at  the  bar  as  a  councillor  these  xxtie  years, 
very  perfect  in  the  orders  of  this  Court,  a  known  sober  honest 
man ;  and  Thomas  Smyth,  of  Campden,  in  the  county  of 
Gloucester,  esquire,  a  discreet  gentleman,  known  (as  we 
suppose)  to  your  honours ;  these  also  have  we  certified 
with  the  like  desire  that  they  may  be  placed. 

The  matters  contained  in  the  notes  subsequent,  we  have 
thought  requisite  and  meet  to  be  added  to  the  instructions 
upon  this  alteration.

And  nevertheless  her  Majesty’s  further  pleasure  is,  that 
if  any  of  the  said  councillors,  who  by  these  Instructions  are 
not  appointed  to  continual  attendance,  shall  repair  to  the 
said  Council  and  not  sent  for  to  give  his  attendance,  that 
then  such  councillor  not  to  claim  of  duty  any  allowance 
of  diet  or  fee  during  that  time  of  his  abode.

And  her  Majesty’s  further  pleasure  is,  that  the  said  Lord 
President,  or  such  as  shall  supply  his  place,  and  Council  shall 
not  permit  any  person,  or  persons,  to  plead  any  matters 
at  the  bar,  or  subscribe  any  bill  or  other  plea,  as  a  counsellor 
learned,  unless  the  same  have  been  called  at  the  bar  and  be 
an  utter  barrister  in  some  of  the  Inns  of  Court. 

And  her  Majesty’s  further  pleasure  is  that  if  any  coun¬ 
sellor,  attorney,  or  other  clerk  allowed  to  attend  upon  the 
same  Council  be  known  unto  them  of  common  evil  name, 
a  buyer  of  titles,  suborner  of  witnesses,  a  common  vexer  of 
his  neighbours,  or  a  procurer  of  suits,  that  they  discharge 
all  such  from  their  attendance  and  following  the  same 
Council. 

This  to  follow  in  an  article  of  itself  after  the  xxiiij th  article. 

Item.  The  Queen’s  Majesty’s  further  pleasure  is,  that  all 
orders  taken  or  hereafter  to  be  taken,  by  the  said  Lord  Presi¬ 
dent,  or  such  as  shall  supply  his  place,  and  the  said  Council 
or  any  iiij  of  them,  whereof  the  Lord  President  or  such  as 
shall  supply  his  place,  and  the  Justice  of  Chester,  to  be  two 
touching  the  diminishing  of  the  multitude  of  suits  and  causes 
brought  in  question  before  the  said  Council,  and  the  lessening 
of  the  number  of  clerks  following  and  attending  the  same 
council,  and  the  due  and  orderly  proceeding  to  the  hearing 
and  determining  of  such  causes  as  shall  be  allowed  to  be 
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prosecuted  before  the  said  Council,  shall  in  every  part  thereof 
by  all  persons  be  as  duly  obeyed  and  performed  to  all  res¬ 
pects  and  purposes  as  if  the  same  had  been  by  her  highness 
declared  and  set  out  in  these  her  Majesty’s  instructions. 

This  to  be  added  to  the  xxxviij/ft  article  : 

And  nevertheless  her  Majesty’s  further  pleasure  is,  that 
as  well  for  the  more  speedy  dispatch  of  all  suits,  as  also  for 
the  better  countenance  of  the  same  Court,  that  all  their 
sessions  and  sittings  in  any  term  time,  shall  be  kept  by  iiijor 
councillors  at  the  least,  there  to  continue  in  hearing  and 
determining  of  causes  from  the  beginning  until  the  end  of 
every  term,  and  ij  of  the  said  councillors  at  the  least  to 
attend  continually  every  vacation  time.  And  her  Majesty’s 
further  will  and  pleasure  is  that  the  household  shall  every 
of  those  terms  remain  at  the  most  meetest  places  for  suitors 
to  resort  unto.

The  Opinion  of  the  Attorney  General  as  to  the  Coun¬ 
cil’s  Jurisdiction  in  the  County  of  Worcester. 

[c.  1574].  “  The  Attorney  General’s  opinion  [to  Sir  Henry 

Sydney]  for  answer  to  such  resolutions  as  are  set  downe  by 
dyverse  sergeants  and  others  learned,  affyrming  that  the  order 
taken  by  the  Lorde  President  and  Counsaill  for  matter  betwene 
Wilde  and  Wilde  arrysing  within  the  Countie  of  Worcester  is 
made  without  sufficient  authoritie  and  contrary  to  the  lawes 
of  the  Realme.” 

There  was  a  President  and  Council  in  the  time  of  Edward  IV., 
and  ever  since,  till  the  statute  of  34-39  Henry  VIII.,  had  con¬ 
tinuance  ;  who  before  that  time  determined  cases  as  well  within 
the  County  of  Worcester  as  within  other  English  shires  ;  and 
since  that  Statute  have  likewise  heard  causes,  taking  it  as 
further  strengthening  their  authority.  Which  proceeding  has 
continued  over  a  hundred  years,  and  “  the  hole  countrey  of 
Wales  have  been  by  the  government  of  the  same  Lord  President 
and  Counsaill,  sythens  the  establishment  of  the  same,  brought 
from  their  disobedient,  barbarous,  and  as  may  be  termed  laAvles 
incivilitie  to  the  civil!  and  obedient  estate  they  now  remayne  ; 
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and  all  the  English  counties,  whereof  the  said  countie  of 
Worcester  is  one,  to  be  affrayed  of  non  suche  spoyle  and  felonyes 
as  the  Welsh  before  that  time  usually  annoyed  them  with.” 
Therefore,  “  your  honour,”  should  first  understand  from  the 
Lords  of  the  Council,  whether  her  majesty’s  prerogative  ap¬ 
pointing  a  manner  of  government  within  her  realm  shall  without 
her  highness’  warrant  be  brought  in  question  ;  and,  because 
you  cannot  have  learned  opinion  without  opening  to  counsel 
her  majesty’s  Instructions,  to  have  a  warrant  to  do  so. 

“  The  causes  objected  to  frustrate  and  advoyde  the  order 
are  these  following  ”  :  The  first  is  based  on  a  recital  of  the 
words  of  the  Statute  of  34  and  35  Henry  VIII.  They  say  the 
authority  of  the  President  and  Council  is  only  referred  to  the 
determining  of  causes  specially  assigned  to  them  and  arising 
within  the  Principality  and  Marches.  The  County  of  Worcester 
is  no  part  of  the  Principality  nor  named  in  the  Statute,  nor  is 
there  any  marcher  lordship  united  or  annexed  to  the  same. 
Therefore  causes  arising  in  that  county  are  not  to  be  heard 
before  the  Lord  President  and  Council ;  and  the  commission 
granted  to  hear  causes  in  that  County  exceeds  the  Statute  and 


is  of  no  force. 

It  is  plain  by  the  Statute  of  Anno  27  that  the  dominion 
and  principality  of  Wales  and  divers  Lord  Marchers  W'ere 
divided  into  twelve  shires  ;  the  Statute  of  34  and  35  Henry 
VIII.  is  to  be  perused  with  those  of  27  and  31  and  33  Henry 
VIII.,  and  is  only  in  declaration  and  recital  of  what  was  done 
before. 

The  establishment  of  the  Lord  President  and  Council  was 
long  before  the  Statute,  and  they  were  accustomed  to  hear 
causes  within  the  County  of  Worcester  as  in  other  English 
shires  contained  in  their  Instructions  and  Commissions  ,  the 
Statute  is  only  a  declaration,  and  no  new  establishment  of 
office  or  officers,  viz.  :  “  there  shalbe  and  remain  a  Lord 
President,  etc.,”  as  it  had  been  before  that  time  used.  And 
they  shall  have  power  to  “  hear  and  determine  .  .  .  such 
causes  .  .  .  assigned  to  them,”  etc.,  as  before  had  been 
accustomed.  By  such  w'ords  it  is  plain  that  the  Lord  President 
and  Council  having  before  used  to  hear  causes  in  the  City  of 
Worcester  assigned  by  Instructions,  shall  now  by  that  Statute 
hear  all  causes  which  the  King  shall  assign  by  Instructions 
as  hath  been  used.  The  consequent  made,  that  the  authority 
of  the  Lord  President  and  Council  must  be  referred  to  the 
Principality  and  Marches  of  Wales  is  repugnant  to  the  words 

and  meaning.  _  .  . 

Allow'  that  it  should  be  referred  only  to  the  Principality 

and  Marches  :  then  the  conclusion  is,  because  Worcester 
is  not  named  in  the  Statute,  and  there  are  no  lordship’s  marchers 
annexed  or  united,  etc.  “  Let  them  read  the  Statute  of  34 
and  35  in  the  latter  part,  and  they  shall  fynde  that  the  Towne 
of  Beawdelev,  which  was  a  Lordship  Marcher,  is  united,  annexed 
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and  made  parcel  to  the  said  County  of  Worcester,  and  so  the 
county  is  named  in  that  Statute.”  The  King’s  Commission 
and  Instructions  for  hearing  causes  is  sufficient,  and  so  ought 
to  be  taken  here,  though  the  Statute  were  not ;  the  prince 
needs  not  the  assent  of  the  subject  by  a  Statute,  to  make 
commission  to  what  person  she  please.  “  The  Lord  President 
of  the  North  by  like  warraunt  [hath]  and  doth  exercise  judiciall 
authoritie,  which  is  not  convenient  [to  call  in]  question.” 

The  opinions  are  partly  grounded  on  a  comparison  between 
the  case  arising  in  Worcester  and  a  late  one  within  the  County 
Palatine  of  Chester,  wherein  the  Justices  yielded  their  opinions 
that  an  order  taken  by  this  Council  against  one  William  Glaseor 
within  that  County  was  void  ;  and  layed  the  reason  of  the 
Justices  to  be  grounded  chiefly  because  the  County  of  Chester 
was  not  named  in  the  Statute.  It  does  not  appear  what 
Justices  or  how  many  yielded  their  opinions  ;  but  if  the  “  case 
were  presently  to  be  decised  ”  by  all  the  Justices  and  Queen’s 
counsel,  it  is  thought  the  more  part  would  not  be  of  that  mind. 
The  case  differs  from  Worcester,  which  is  named  in  the  Statute. 

In  answer  to  the  last  part  of  their  Resolution  wherein  it  seems 
they  gather  that  without  offence  to  the  Great  Charter  and  the 
laws  of  the  Realm  the  same  Council  cannot  send  out  attach¬ 
ments,  etc.,  without  Wales,  and  yet  allow  of  the  same  within 
Wales  :  if  the  Council’s  authority  extends  into  other  counties, 
they  have  answered  themselves  ;  and  to  prove  that  what  has 
been  said  before  suffices.

1576.  November  12.  Dublin.  Apologising  for  unavoidable 
delay  in  giving  as  desired  his  opinion  on  Alteration  of  Orders 
pertaining  to  the  Court  of  the  Marches.  I  have  conferred  with 
the  Lord  Chancellor  of  this  realm,  whom  I  found  the  sufficientest 
man  for  judgement  and  diligence  that  ever  I  knew  attend  that 
house  [the  Court],  and  no  small  maim  hath  that  government 
by  the  miss  of  him,  whose  place  ought  to  be  substantially 
supplied.  Dwells  on  the  happy  success  of  the  Court  since  its 
first  establishment  three  hundred  years  ago.  I  and  my  Lord 
Chancellor  will  allow  of  the  Rules  and  Orders  set  down  in  the 
book  sent ;  saving  the  Article  requiring  the  consent  of  three 
councillors  before  a  cause  was  admitted  to  be  heard,  wrhere  one 
would  suffice  with  the  President  or  Vice-President. 

Like  disorders  had  ofttimes  been  found  and  corrected,  but 
crept  in  again  ;  as  about  15  years  since  when  like  orders  were 
made  ;  Mr.  Gerrard  being  my  Vice-President  whilst  I  was  em¬ 
ployed  elsewhere  ;  for  I  had  power  at  that  time  to  supply  my 
place  in  my  absence  ;  which  order  was  altered  in  another  time 
of  my  absency.  In  other  times  of  my  employment  out  of  that 
place  others  occupied  the  same,  and  I  suppose  those  good 
orders  were  neglected.  While  I  attended  there  the  House  was 
out  of  debt  and  repairs  done  ;  when  I  returned  out  of  this 
realm  I  found  it  1.200/.  in  debt  and  no  reparation  done.  Whilst 
I  was  last  there  the  House  recovered  well,  but  now  is  far  behind 
hand.  There  should  be  a  discreet  gentleman  for  principal 
officer,  with  a  willing  mind  and  able  body.  Sir  Andrew  Corbett 
was  infirm,  and  desired  to  be  discharged.  The  second  person 
had  always  hitherto  been  the  Justice  of  Chester  who  must 
reside  for  the  most  part  with  the  Council,  and  be  able  to  over¬ 
rule  the  Bar  and  prevent  abuses.  Councillors  Stipendiary  by 
the  year  ought  to  be  enforced  to  remain  there  more  than  they 
do.  Other  Councillors  should  not  be  paid  by  fines  of  the 
Court.  The  Attorneys  should  be  under  one  man,  who  would 
be  answerable  for  their  doings  ;  for  this  office  he  recommended 
Edmund  Molyneux,  his  secretary,  and  begged  that  Fouke 
Grivell  might  be  joined  with  him  and  placed  in  the  patents 

before  him.

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THE  HISTORICAL  MANUSCRIPTS  COMMISSION. 


Public  Record  Office, 

Chancery  Lane, 

London,  W.C. 

Certain  Commissioners  were  appointed  by  Queen  Victoria  in  1869 
to  enquire  as  to  the  existence  of  unpublished  manuscripts  in  the 
possession  of  private  persons  and  in  institutions,  calculated  to  throw 
light  on  the  Civil,  Ecclesiastical,  Literary,  or  Scientific  History  of  the 
Empire.  The  Commission  has  been  renewed  by  the  late  King  and 
by  H.M.  King  George,  and  new  Commissioners  have  been  appointed 
from  time  to  time  to  fill  vacancies  that  have  occurred. 

The  present  Commissioners  are  : — 

Lord  Stemdale,  Master  of  the  Rolls  (Chairman),  The  Earl  of 
Crawford,  The  Earl  of  Rosebery,  K.G.,  The  Earl  of  Dart¬ 
mouth,  Lord  Mostyn,  Lord  Fitzmaurice,  Sir  H.  C.  Maxwell- 
Lyte,  K.C.B.,  Sir  Frederic  Kenyon,  K.C.B.,  Sir  C.  H.  Firth, 
M.A.,  LL.D.,  Professor  A.  F.  Pollard,  M.A.,  Mr.  R.  A.  Roberts 
and  Mr.  F.  Elrington  Ball. 

With  the  object  of  securing  the  co-operation  of  the  owners  of 
manuscripts,  without  which  their  work  could  not  be  carried  on,  the 
Commissioners  think  it  desirable  to  describe  the  system  upon  which 
they  conduct  their  enquiries. 

If  the  owner  of  any  collection  of  manuscript  books  or  documents 
express  his  willingness  to  submit  them  to  the  Commissioners,  an 
inspection  is  made  under  their  direction  by  some  competent  and 
trustworthy  person,  and  if  any  of  the  manuscripts  appear  to  come  within 
the  scope  of  their  enquiry,  the  owner  is  asked  to  consent  to  the  publica¬ 
tion  of  copies  or  abstracts  of  them  in  the  reports  of  the  Commission. 

The  object  of  the  Commission  being  the  discovery  of  unpublished 
historical  and  literary  materials,  attention  is  directed  to  that  object 
exclusively,  and  owners  of  manuscripts  need  be  under  no  apprehension 
that  the  examination  of  papers  by  the  Commission  may  mean  in  any  way 
a  prying  into  private  affairs.  Positive  directions  are  given  by  the  Com¬ 
missioners  to  every  person  who  inspects  manuscripts  on  their  behalf, 
that  nothing  that  affects  the  titles  of  existing  owners  is  to  be  divulged, 
and  that,  if  in  the  course  of  his  work  any  modern  title-deeds  or  papers 
of  a  private  nature  chance  to  come  before  him,  he  is  to  put  them  aside 
at  once  without  examination  or  note. 

To  emphasize  more  strongly  the  confidential  nature  of  his  task,  every 
person  employed  by  the  Commission  to  inspect  a  collection  of  documents 


is  required  to  consider  it  a  condition  of  his  employment  that  all  notes 
made  by  him  in  the  course  of  such  employment  are  to  be  regarded  as 
the  property  of  the  Commission,  and  that  he  is  not  at  liberty  to  use  in 
any  way  any  information  obtained  from  papers  submitted  to  the 
Commissioners  without  their  permission  :  this  is  never  given  without 
the  express  consent  of  the  owners  of  the  papers. 

In  practice  it  has  been  found  expedient,  in  dealing  with  a  large 
collection  of  manuscripts,  for  the  inspector  to  make  a  selection  there¬ 
from  and  to  obtain  the  owner’s  consent  to  the  removal  of  the  selected 
papers  for  a  time  to  the  Public  Record  Office  in  London  or  in  Dublin, 
or  to  the  General  Register  House  in  Edinburgh,  where  they  can  be 
dealt  with  more  easily,  and  where  they  are  treated  with  the  same  care 
as  the  muniments  of  the  realm,  whose  place  of  deposit  they  temporarily 
share. 

The  whole  cost  of  inspections,  reports,  and  calendars,  and  the 
conveyance  of  documents  is  defrayed  at  the  public  expense. 

Among  the  numerous  owners  of  valuable  documents  who  have  given 
their  sanction  to  the  temporary  removal  of  manuscripts  by  the  Com¬ 
mission  may  be  named  His  Majesty  the  King,  the  Duke  of  Rutland, 
the  Duke  of  Portland,  the  Duke  of  Buccleuck,  the  Marquis  of  Salisbury, 
the  Marquis  of  Ormonde,  the  Marquis  Townshend,  the  Marquis  of 
Bath,  the  Earl  of  Dartmouth,  the  Earl  of  Carlisle,  the  Earl  of  Egmont, 
Lord  Kenyon,  Lord  Sackville,  Mrs.  Stopford  Sackville,  Sir  George 
Wombwell,  Mr.  le  Fleming,  of  Rydal,  Mr.  Eortescue,  of  Dropmore, 
and  Mr.  Rawdon  Hastings,  of  Ashby  de  la  Zouche. 

The  work  of  the  Commissioners,  with  the  liberal-minded  co-operation 
of  many  owners  of  manuscripts,  has  resulted  so  far  in  the  publication 
of  nearly  a  hundred  and  fifty  volumes  of  previously  unprinted  historical 
materials. 

The  Commissioners  also  regard  it  as  part  of  their  duty  to  be  ready 
to  give  advice  as  to  the  housing  and  keeping  of  valuable  papers,  and 
the  repair  of  any  that  may  be  in  a  state  of  decay.
